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The  Missouri  State  Normal  School— Third  District- 
was  established  by  an  Act  of  the  Legislature  approved 
March  22,  1873.  This  Act  created  a  Board  of  Regents  for 
the  management  of  the  school.  After  due  public  notice, 
bids  were  received  by  the  Regents  for  its  location,  and  they 
determined  the  location  in  favor  of  Cape  Girardeau.  On 
the  third  day  of  December,  1873,  the  Board  of  Regents 
selected  the  'site  for  the  building,  and  made  arrangements 
for  the  immediate  opening  of  the  school. 

The  school  was  opened  with  about  thirty  students 
attending,  in  the  public  school  building.  In  the  spring  of 
1875  the  school  was  removed  to  the  Normal  School  building, 
which  had  been  completed.  In  1883  the  auditorium  of  the 
Normal  School  building  was  enlarged.  In  1895  two  wings 
were  added  to  the  building,  one  on  the  west  and  one  on  the 
east.  The  wings  were  built  to  furnish  suitable  halls  for  the 
literary  societies  of  the  Normal  School. 

In  1901  the  General  Assembly  appropriated  $20,000  to 
build  a  Science  and  Training  School  building.  On  Septem- 
ber 9,  1901,  the  Board  of  Regents  let  the  contract  for  this 
building,  which  was  completed  on  January  6,  1903. 

On  the  night  of  April  7,  1902,  the  main  Normal  building 
burned.  The  school  occupied  the  court  house,  some 
churches  and  other  buildings  until  January  6,  1903. 

On  May  5,  1902,  the  Board  of  Regents  decided  to  build 
a  Training  School  building.  A  portion  of  the  insurance  on 
the  building  that  burned  was  used  to  build  this  building. 
This  building  was  completed  September  1,  1903. 

In  1903  the  General  Assembly  appropriated  $200,000 
to  erect  a  new  main  building  to  replace  the  building  burned 
on  April  7,  1902. 
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In  1905  the  General  Assembly  made  an  additional 
appropnat.cn  of  $100,186  to  complete  and  furnish  the  main 
bui  ding  and  provide  a  Power  House  and  Manual  Training 
building,  grade  the  grounds,  and  to  purchase  $10,000  worth 
of  books  for  the  library. 

The  main  building,  Academic  Hall,  was  completed  on 
January  9,  1906.  It  is  a  three-story  stone  building,  two 
hundred  and  sixty  feet  long  by  one  hundred  and  eighty-six 
feet  deep.  On  May  24,  1906,  the  new  buildings  were  dedi- 
cated with  appropriate  ceremonies.  The  entire  Normal 
bchool  group  of  six  buildings,  including  two  dormitories, 
has  been  built  in  a  little  less  than  four  years.  The  Normal 
School  is  probably  the  best  equipped  college  for  teachers  in 
the  country. 

LOCATION. 

The  Missouri  State  Normal  School— Third  District— is 
located  in  the  city  of  Cape  Girardeau.    The  Normal  School 
buildings  are  situated  upon  a  high  hill,  commanding  a  view 
of  forty  miles  of  the  Mississippi  Valley.     On  the  east  lies 
the  broad  Mississippi,  the  famous  bottom  land  of  South- 
ern Illinois,  and  the  mountain-like  bluffs  beyond;  on  the 
south  hes  the  range  of  Scott  County  hills;  to  the  west  and 
north  are  ranges  of  low  hills,  stretching  away  to  the  Ozarks 
The  location  is  probably  the  most  beautiful  to  be  found  in 
the  Mississippi  Valley.     The  campus  of  fifty  acres  is  an 
.deal  spot  for  a  school.     The  Normal  School  buildings  are 
situated  on  the  crest  of  the  highest  ridge  overlooking  the 
Mississippi  River.  Their  location  gives  them  a  commanding 
appearance  and  brings  out    in    strong   relief    the    massive 
beauty  of  the  elegant  stone  structures.     Some  deep  wooded 
ravines  in  the  rear  of  the  group  of  buildings,  studded  with 
rugged  rocks,  add  to  the  picturesque  beauty  of  the  site. 

Cape  Girardeau  is  a  city  of  more  than  10,000  inhabi- 
tants.    It  is  one  of  the  oldest  cities  in  the  state.     A  number 
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of  good  gravel  roads  lead  away  from  the  city  into  the  sur- 
rounding country. 

Cape  Girardeau  is  easily  accessible  from  nearly  the 
entire  Normal  School  District.  The  St.  Louis,  Memphis  & 
Southeastern  extends  along  the  entire  eastern  border  of 
the  district.  The  Frisco  System  has  three  other  lines  ex- 
tending from  Cape  Girardeau  to  the  limits  of  the  district  on 
the  south  and  west.  Besides  the  Frisco,  Cape  Girardeau  is 
connected  with  St.  Louis  by  the  Mississippi  River  steamers. 
The  Cotton  Belt  and  several  Iron  Mountain  lines  are  closely 
connected  with  Cape  Girardeau  by  the  Frisco  lines.  The 
Cape  Girardeau,  Perryville  &  Chester  Railroad  gives  the 
school  a  new  connection  with  the  Iron  Mountain  and  Illi- 
nois Central,  and  direct  connection  with  St.  Louis  and  with 
several  counties.  Students  may  leave  their  home  county  in 
the  morning  and  reach  Cape  Girardeau  by  rail  the  same  day 
from  every  county  in  the  district. 

Cape  Girardeau  has  nine  churches.  Her  people  are 
noted  for  their  hospitality.  Many  places  of  historic  interest 
are  in  and  around  the  city.  The  city  has  been  for  many 
years  an  educational  center  and  has  the  character  peculiar 
to  such  centers.  The  Normal  School  is  now  the  chief  edu- 
cational institution  in  the  city  and  is  much  cherished  by  its 
people. 


HEALTH  OF  SCHOOL  AND  CITY. 

Cape  Girardeau  is  noted  for  its  delightful  climate  and 
the  health  of  its  people.  The  climate  is  characterized 
by  cool  and  moderately  dry  falls,  mild  winters,  beautiful 
springs,  and  summers  whose  heat  is  much  moderated  by  the 
river.  Cool  and  refreshing  breezes  are  always  blowing  on 
"Normal  Hill." 

The  soil  of  the  city  and  surrounding  country  is  a  loess 
of  glacial  origin  of  great  depth.     The  drainage  through  this 
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loose,  unratified  soil  is  perfect,  and  frees  the  city  and  sur- 
rounding country  from  all  damp,  undrained  spots  and  stand- 
ing pools  of  water.  In  addition  to  the  character  of  the  soil 
the  city  is  so  located  that  its  surface  drainage  is  remarkably 
perfect.  The  drainage  from  its  sloping  hills  finds  a  ready 
outlet  to  the  great  river  by  which  it  is  quickly  swept  away 
No  other  school  town  in  Missouri  is  so  favorably  located 
with  reference  to  drainage  and  all  those  conditions  that  nat- 
urally promote  clean  and  healthful  surroundings. 

An  excellent  supply  of  clear  and  well-filtered  water 
which  has  been  secured  during  the  year  by  an  improved 
waterworks  plant,  tends  still  further  to  promote  the  health 
of  the  community.  Within  the  year,  also,  a  good  sewer 
system  has  been  constructed,  making  the  drainage  and  sani- 
tary condition  of  the  city  excellent. 

Albert  Hall  and  Leming  Hall,  two  large  dormitories, 
provide  boarding  accommodations  with  perfectly  sanitary 
surroundings  for  a  large  number  of  students.  The  excellent 
accommodations  afforded  in  these  dormitories  has  had  the 
effect  of  raising  the  standard  of  -accommodations  offered  for 
boarding  in  private  families  in  respect  to  sanitary  conditions 
and  comforts.  No  state  school  or  other  large  school  in  Mis- 
souri provides  boarding  under  sanitary  conditons  for  so 
large  a  per  cent  of  its  students  as  this  school  does. 

The  sanitary  and  other  conditons  enumerated  will 
account  for  the  fact  that  Cape  Girardeau  is  remarkably  free 
from  typhoid  fever  and  malaria.  The  city  as  a  whole  has  a 
record  of  comparative  freedom  from  typhoid  fever,  and  the 
record  of  the  school  for  the  last  ten  years  is  quite  remark- 
able. In  the  ten  years  there  have  been  only  five  cases  of 
typhoid  fever  among  non-resident  students,  and  one  death. 
Cases  of  malaria  among  the  residents  of  Cape  Girardeau 
are  rare,  and  only  the  milder  forms,  such  as  exist  in  all  parts 
of  the  state,  are  found  at  all.     Students  who  come  to  school 
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infected  with  malaria  usually  recover  their  health,  fully,  two 
or  three  months  after  entering  the  Normal  School. 


BUILDINGS  AND  EQUIPMENT. 

The  Normal  School  has  a  group  of  six  buildings :  Aca- 
demic Hall,  Science  Hall,  the  Training  School,  the  Manual 
Training  Building;  Albert  Hall,  a  dormitory  for  men,  and 
Leming  Hall,  a  dormitory  for  women. 

Academic  Hall  is  a  three-story  stone  building  built  of 
Cape  Girardeau  white  limestone,  a  most  beautiful  stone. 
The  building  has  a  frontage  of  two  hundred  and  sixty  feet 
by  a  depth  of  one  hundred  and  eighty-six  feet.  On  the 
first  floor  are  two  gymnasiums,  eighty  feet  by  forty  feet  by 
nineteen  feet;  ample  locker  rooms,  toilet  rooms,  bath 
rooms,  an  art  room,  a  museum,  and  five  recitation  rooms. 
On  the  main  floor  are  five  offices ;  a  ladies'  parlor ;  a  faculty 
room;  two  literary  society  halls;  an  auditorium,  having  a 
seating  capacity  of  fifteen  hundred;  a  Library  Section 
ninety  feet  by  sixty-five  feet;  and  a  Statuary  and  Art  Hall. 
The  third  floor  has  four  Literary  Society  Halls  and  fourteen 
Recitation  Rooms.  The  building  is  elegantly  finished  and 
furnished.  It  is  probably  the  best  single  school  building 
in  the  state. 

Science  Hall  contains  six  laboratories  and  the  equip- 
ment for  the  department  of  Domestic  Science  and  Domestic 
Art.     It  is  a  thoroughly  equipped  modern  science  building. 

The  Training  School  is  a  model  school  building  for  a 
public  graded  school.  It  has  in  addition  to  study  rooms 
and  recitation  rooms,  an  assembly  room,  a  gymnasium,  a 
swimming  pool,  a  manual  training  room,  toilet  rooms  and 
locker  rooms.  It  is  designed  to  have  all  the  conveniences 
of  a  model  school  building. 

The  Manual  Training  building  is  a  three-story  stone 
building,  ninety  feet    by  forty-seven    feet.     The  basement 
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story  is  occupied  by  the  heating  and  power  plant  of  the 
entire  Normal  School  group  of  buildings.  On  the  main 
floor  are  an  art  metal  room,  a  forge  room,  a  room  for  hand 
work,  a  mechanical  drawing  room,  and  lavatory  and  locker 
rooms.  On  the  second  floor  are  pattern  and  carpenter 
shops. 

Albert  Hall  is  a  three-story  stone  building,  elegantly 
furnished,  lighted  by  electricity,  heated  by  steam,  and  has 
on  each  floor  two  toilet  rooms  and  two  bath  rooms.  On  the 
basement  floor  are  the  dining  room,  kitchen,  cold  storage 
room,  laundry,  trunk  room,  gymnasium,  servants'  rooms 
and  furnace  room.  On  the  main  floor  are  the  parlors, 
twenty  students'  rooms  and  toilet  and  bath  rooms.  On  the 
third  floor  there  are  twenty-four  students'  rooms  and  toilet 
and  bath  rooms.  Albert  Hall  is  conducted  as  a  model 
school  home  for  men.  Professor  and  Mrs.  H.  L.  Roberts  ' 
reside  at  Albert  Hall  and  have  the  supervision  of  the  men 
boarding  there. 

Leming  Hall  is  a  four-story  building.  On  the  basement 
floor  are  the  boiler  room,  laundry,  trunk  room,  and  rooms 
for  servants.  On  the  first  floor  are  kitchen,  cold  storage 
room,  dining  room,  toilet  and  bath  rooms,  and  ten  rooms  for 
students.  On  the  second  floor  are  the'parlors,  twenty  rooms 
for  students,  bath  rooms  and  toilet  rooms ;  on  the  third  floor 
are  twenty-four  rooms  for  students,  and  bath  rooms  and 
toilet  rooms. 

Leming  Hall  is  elegantly  furnished  and  is  conducted  as 
a  model  school  home  for  women.  Professor  and  Mrs.  Mar- 
tin reside  there,  and  Mrs.  Martin,  as  the  head  of  Leming 
Hall,  gives  her  entire  time  to  making  it  a  home  for  women. 
To  provide  for  their  physical  and  social  welfare  is  her  con- 
stant care. 

The  two  elegant  boarding  halls,  Albert  Hall  and  Lem- 
ing Hall,  have  been  provided  through  the  generosity  and 
progressive  spirit  of  the  three  gentelmen  composing  the 
Normal   Dormitory  Company,   Hon.   Louis    Houck,    Hon. 
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Leon  J.  Albert,  and  Mr.  M.  E.  Leming.  In  recognition  of 
Mr.  Albert's  labors  for  years  in  behalf  of  the  Normal  School, 
as  well  as  of  his  work  in  providing  these  elegant  boarding 
halls,  Albert  Hall  has  been  named  in  his  honor. 

Mr.  M.  E.  Leming  has  furnished  a  large  part  of  the 
money  for  building  both  of  these  halls,  and  gave  their  con- 
struction his  active  supervision  for  nearly  two  years.  In 
recognition  of  his  large  sacrifice  of  time  and  money  for  the 
upbuilding  of  the  Normal  School,  Leming  Hall  has  been 
named  in  his  honor. 


AIM. 

According  to  the  statutes  of  Missouri,  the  Normal 
Schools  are  founded  to  fit  young  men  and  young  women  to 
be  "competent  teachers  in  the  public  schools  of  this  state." 
To  prepare  competent  teachers  for  the  public  schools  of 
Missouri,  the  Normal  School  must  be  at  once  a  college  and 
a  professional  school.  As  a  college,  the  school  offers  the 
courses  usually  offered  by  the  best  colleges  in  the  Sciences, 
Mathematics,  the  Languages,  Literature,  and  History.  As 
a  professional  school,  courses  are  offered  in  the  History  of 
Education,  Psychology  and  Child  Study,  Ethics,  Philosophy 
of  Education,  School  Supervision,  Methods,  and  other  peda- 
gogical subjects.  As  a  necessary  part  of  the  preparation  of 
teachers  in  the  rural  and  graded  schools,  Vocal  Music, 
Drawing,  Manual  Trainng,  and  Reading,  and  Physical  Cul- 
ture are  offered.  More  than  two-thirds  of  the  teachers  of 
Missouri  have  not  completed  a  high  school  course  or  its 
equivalent.  For  the  benefit  of  these  teachers,  and  other 
students  needing  a  preparatory  course,  preparatory  courses 
are  offered.  In  order  to  give  practical  as  well  as  theoretical 
training  for  teaching,  a  Training  School  is  maintained.  The 
conditions  in  the  Training  School  are  made  as  nearly  ideal 
as  possible.     What  the  laboratory  and  the  library  are  to  the 
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student  in  academic  work,  the  Training  School  is  to  his  ped- 
agogical work.  By  observation  and  teaching  in  the  Train- 
ing School,  the  young  teacher  must  test  the  pedagogical 
theories  that  he  gains  from  his  lectures  and  studies  in  peda- 
gogy. 

It  is  the  aim  of  the  Normal  School  to  give  a  broad,  gen- 
eral culture,  as  well  as  special  training.  General  courses  in 
History  are  offered  and  also  historical  method  and  material. 
General  courses  in  the  Sciences  with  laboratory  work  are 
offered,  and  also  laboratory  methods  and  technique.  In  this 
way  the  pedagogy  of  the  different  branches  is  carefully 
taught. 

The  Normal  School  recognizes  that  the  art  of  teaching 
rests  upon  some  accepted  or  possible  science.  Therefore  it 
places  an  emphasis  upon  an  inquiry  into  the  foundation  of 
teaching.  Psychology  is  studied  in  its  relation  to  pedagogy 
and  not  purely  as  psychology.  The  laws  of  the  mind  are 
studied  as  underlying  the  science  and  the  art  of  teaching. 
The  art  of  teaching  is  not  studied  as  a  ready-made  art,  but 
is  approached  through  a  knowledge  of  the  underlying  laws 
of  the  mind  and  the  principles  of  education  and  the  condi- 
tions of  life  that  explain  the  art.  A  study  of  school  organi- 
zation and  devices  without  approaching  the  subject  through 
a  study  of  the  laws  of  the  mind  and  the  underlying  prin- 
ciples of  education  makes  educational  growth  and  develop- 
ment impossible.  This  Normal  School  is  more  concerned 
that  its  grdauates  should  be  'humble  but  intelligent  students 
of  great  educational  problems  and  able  to  adapt  themselves 
to  varying  conditions  and  circumstances  of  life  than  that 
they  should  go  out  fully  furnished  with  a  ready-made  art 
and  devices,  however  efficient  these  may  be  in  the  hands  of 
skillful  teachers. 
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THE  NORMAL  SCHOOL  AND  EDUCATION  IN 
,  SOUTHEAST  MISSOURI. 

The  Normal  School  has  a  larger  mission  in  Southeast 
Missouri  than  that  of  a  state  college  for  teachers.  The 
large  section  of  the  state  extending  from  St.  Louis  to 
Arkansas,  and  from  the  Mississippi  river  westward  to 
Springfield,  has  within  it  no  institution  of  college  rank 
except  the  Normal  School.  The  twenty-seven  counties  and 
the  city  of  St.  Louis  comprising  this  Normal  School  district 
extend  from  the  Missouri  river  to  Arkansas  and  from  the 
Mississippi  river  westward  for  about  one  hundred  and 
twenty  miles.  This  great  section  of  the  state  must  look  to 
the  Normal  School  as  its  educational  center.  The  institu- 
tion must  be  to  this  section  of  the  state  their  one  great  col- 
lege. In  this  institution  the  young  men  and  young  women 
of  Southeast  Missouri  will  in  the  main  get  their  college 
training.  The  institution  has,  therefore,  a  large  field  of 
usefulness.  It  is  fully  equipped  to  meet  the  demands  that 
are  naturally  made  upon  it.  In  its  college  courses;  in  its 
agricultural  courses;  in  its  Manual  Training  School;  in  its 
domestic  science  and  domestic  art  courses ;  in  its  School  of 
Music;  in  its  business  courses;  and  in  its  teachers'  college 
the  people  of  Southeast  Missouri  will  find  the  opportunity 
to  educate  themselves  for  their  life  work. 


EXPENSES. 


To  cover  the  incidental  expenses  of  the  Normal  School 
which  are  not  provided  for  by  the  state  an  incidental  fee  of 
$6.00  is  charged  for  a  term  or  for  any  part  of  a  term.  The 
fall  term  is  twelve  weeks  in  length.  The  winter  and  spring 
terms  are  each  thirteen  weeks  in  length.  The  incidental 
fee  for  the  three  terms  constituting  the  regular  session  is 
$18.00.  The  incidental  fee  for  each  term  must  be  paid  in 
advance  and  will  not  be  refunded  for  any  cause. 

A  gymnasium  fee  of  $1.00  will  be  charged  all  students 
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on  entrance.  This  fee  will  give  the  student  the  use  of  the 
gymnasium  and  'baths  for  one  year  and  free  admission  to  all 
athletic  games  of  the  Normal  School  for  one  year. 

Board,  including  light  and  fuel,  can  be  had  in  good  fam- 
ilies at  $3.50  per  week. 

ESTIMATED  TOTAL  EXPENSES  PER  YEAR. 

An  approximately  correct  estimate  of  all  school  ex- 
penses, including  the  incidental  fee,  board,  books,  laundry, 
and  incidentals,  may  be  put  as  follows :

BOARDING  AT  ALBERT  HALL  AND  LEMING 

HALL. 

Rooms  in  Albert  Hall  and  Leming  Hall  are  rented  at 
$3.00  per  month  of  four  weeks  for  each  student,  two  students 
occupying  one  room ;  or  $6.00  p'er  month  for  each  student  if 
one  student  occupies  a  room  alone.  The  cost  of  board  and 
room  rent  in  the  two  halls  has  usually  been  about  $14.00  a 
month,  or  $3.50  a  week. 

Students  have  the  free  use  of  the  laundry  to  do  their 
laundering  if  they  desire  to  do  so.  The  aim  of  the  school  is 
to  give  the  students  the  advantage  of  home  life  in  th'e  two 
halls  at  cost.  The  buildings  are  heated  by  steam  and  lighted 
by  electricity.  There  are  two  bath  rooms  and  toilet  rooms 
on  each  floor.  The  parlors  are  elegantly  furnished.  Albert 
Hall  and  Leming  Hall  are  on  the  south  side  of  the  campus, 
directly  in  front  of  the  Normal  buildings.  The  location  is 
beautiful  and  just  across  the  street  from  the  campus.  Each 
room    is    furnished    as    follows:     1.  Two    single    beds.     2.

Two  rocking  chairs.  3.  One  straight  chair.  4.  One  dresser. 
5.  One  wash  stand.  6.  Toilet  set.  7.  One  rug.  8.  One 
study  table.  9.  Two  closets.  The  bed  will  be  provided 
with  a  mattress  and  pillow.  Each  student  will  be  expected 
to  furnish  for  his  or  her  own  bed :  1.  One  white  counter- 
pane. 2.  One  pair  of  blankets.  3.  Four  sheets.  4.  Two 
pillow  slips.  The  covers  of  the  'beds  and  sheets  should  be 
four  and  a  half  feet  wide  and  the  usual  length.  If  the 
students  come  without  the  bed  covers  and  sheets,  the  school 
will  rent  these  articles  to  students  at  one  dollar  for  a  term 
of  three  months.  Bach  student  is  expected  to  furnish  six 
towels  for  his  or  her  use.  Or,  if  students  prefer,  they  may, 
under  a  contract  that  we  have  with  a  laundry,  secure  the 
towels  laundered  weekly  from  the  laundry  at  about  the  price 
that  it  costs  to  launder  the  towels. 

The  Normal  School  will  make  the  cost  of  room  rent 
and  board  to  students  not  to  exceed  $3.50  a  week,  if  possi- 
ble. And  the  cost  of  room  and  board  will  be  made  as  low 
as  $3.00  a  week  if  it  can  be  done.  The  cost  has  not  ex- 
ceeded $3.50  a  week,  except  for  a  short  time  on  one  occa- 
sion. But  the  cost  of  board  will  not  be  reduced  below  the 
point  where  wholesome  food  and  good  service  can  be  given. 

Albert  Hall  will  accommodate  about  eighty  young  men 
and  Leming  Hall  will  accommodate  about  one  hundred 
young  women. 

The  two  dormitories  will  accommodate  one  hundred 
and  eighty  students.  These  two  dormitories,  with  the  pri- 
vate boarding  houses  in  town,  will  furnish  ample  accommo- 
dations for  all  students  who  may  wish  to  iattend  the  Normal 
School. 

The  women  in  Leming  Hall  are  required  to  put  their 
rooms  in  order  each  morning.  The  woman  at  the  head  of 
Leming  Hall  will  inspect  the  rooms  every  morning  to  see 
that  they  are  in  good  order.  The  maid  having  charge  of 
each  floor  will  remove  the  waste  material  from  each  room 
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daily.     Once  a  week,  the  maid  will  thoroughly  sweep  and 
dust  each  room. 

The  young  men  boarding  at  Albert  Hall  will  be  ex- 
pected to  take  the  same  care  of  their  rooms.  Or,  if  they 
wish  to  have  their  rooms  put  in  order  each  day  by  the  maid, 
they  must  pay  $3.50  a  month  room  rent  instead  of  $3.00  a 
month. 


DISCIPLINE. 


The  Normal  School  engages  in  no  inquisition  or  espion- 
age. Resident  students  are  held  to  answer  for  their  public 
deportment  as  other  members  of  the  community.  When 
out  of  school  they  must  not  conduct  themselves  in  such  a 
way  as  to  make  their  influence  hurtful  to  the  Normal  School 
community.  Students  whose  parents  or  guardians  do  not 
reside  here  will  consider  themselves  under  the  special  care 
of  the  Faculty  in  and  out  of  school.  Students  boarding  in 
private  families  must  observe  the  same  regulations  imposed 
upon  the  students  boarding  at  the  dormitories. 

Every  student  is  presumed  to  be  honest  and  well  mean- 
ing and  acquainted  with  the  obligations  devolving  upon  a 
teacher  and  a  student.  The  discipline  of  the  Normal  School 
is  intended  to  appeal  to  the  good  sense  and  reason  of  its 
students.  They  are  expected  to  be  independent,  self-reliant, 
and  able  to  exercise  self-restraint  when  necessary.  If  a 
student  proves  to  be  unable  to  do  this,  after  the  Faculty 
have  done  all  they  can  to  assist  him  to  build  up  his  char- 
acter, his  parents  or  guardian  are  promptly  requested  to 
withdraw  him  from  school.  A  large  majority  of  the  stu- 
dents who  enter  the  Normal  School  are  very  earnest,  indus- 
trious and  conscientious  young  people.  They  give  tone  and 
character  to  the  school  and  have  a  strong  influence  for  good 
over  a  few  who  are  not  animated  by  the  purpose  of  high 
endeavor. 
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MORAL  AND  RELIGIOUS  ATMOSPHERE. 

The  importance  of  religious  education  is  fully  realized 
by  the  Normal  School;  and  no  effort  is  spared  to  make  the 
atmosphere  of  the  school  distinctly  religious.  Every  mem- 
ber of  the  Faculty  is  a  member  of  some  church.  The  earn- 
est, sincere  religious  character  of  the  members  of  the  Fac- 
ulty is  recogniz-ed  by  all  who  know  them.  Nearly  all  the 
members  of  the  Faculty  are  active  workers  in  their  several 
churches,  Sunday  schools  and  other  religious  organizations. 
Every  student  in  the  school  is  urged  to  connect  himself  with 
the  church  to  which  he  belongs,  or  the  church  of  his  choice 
if  he  is  not  a  church  member.  The  Faculty  make  it  a  point 
to  strengthen  as  much  as  possible  the  local  churches.  Stu- 
dents are  encouraged  to  do  active  work  in  the  Christian 
Associations  as  well  as  in  their  several  churches.  The 
Christian  people  of  Cape  Girardeau  realize  their  responsibil- 
ity to  the  parents  who  send  their  children  here  and  to  the 
young  men  and  young  women  who  come  to  the  Normal 
School.  They  assist  in  throwing  round  the  student  body 
the  best  Christian  influences.  The  spirit  of  Christianity  as 
exemplified  in  the  lives  of  Christian  men  and  women  is  the 
best  Christian  influence  that  can  be  thrown  round  a  body 
of  students.  The  Normal  students  are  daily  under  the  moral 
and  religious  influence  of  the  Christian  men  and  women  of 
the  Faculty.  The  Christian  character  and  example  of  their 
teachers  mould  their  lives  and  teach  them  reverence  for 
God  and  religion. 


CONDITIONS  OF  ADMISSION. 

Applicants  for  admission  must  be  not  less  than  fifteen 
years  of  age;  must  furnish  evidence  of  good  moral  char- 
acter, and  must  give  evidence  of  having  the  scholarship 
required  for  entrance.  The  entrance  requirements  may  be 
met  in  one  of  the  following  ways : 
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1.  Graduates  of  affiliated  high  schools  are  admitted  on 
presentation  of  their  diplomas. 

2.  Teachers  will  be  admitted  on  presentation  of  their 
county  certificates. 

3.  Students  from  other  Normal  Schools  or  colleges  will 
be  admitted  on  presentation  of  evidence  of  good  standing  in 
the  institutions  from  which  they  come. 

4.  Other  applicants  for  admission  may  be  admitted  on 
presentation  of  such  other  evidence  of  possessing  the 
requisite  scholarship  for  entrance  as  the  Faculty  may 
require.  The  usual  practice  is  to  classify  a  student  as  seems 
best  after  looking  carefully  into  his  work  done  in  other 
schools  before  entering  the  Normal  School.  An  entrance 
examination  is  usually  not  required. 


CREDITING  WORK   DONE   IN   OTHER   SCHOOLS. 

1.  Credit  will  be  given  for  all  work  done  in  high  schools 
that  have  been  approved  and  classified  by  the  State  Superin- 
tendent of  Schools.  Credit  will  be  given  according  to  the 
classification  of  the  schools.  Graduates  of  first  class  high 
schools  that  are  credited  with  fifteen  high  schools  units  will 
be  admitted  to  the  Advanced  Normal  course  and  to  the 
Freshman  year  of  the  College  Courses.  Graduates  of  first 
class  high  schools  having  credit  for  more  than  fifteen  high 
school  units  will  be  given  advanced  standing  in  the  Ad- 
vanced Normal  Course  or  in  the  College  Courses  according 
to  the  number  of  units  above  fifteen  with  which  they  are 
credited. 

2.  Students  of  classified  high  schools  of  the  second 
class  and  of  the  third  class  will  be  given  such  credit  on  the 
Elementary  Normal  Courses  as  the  number  of  high  school 
units  with  which  they  are  credited  entitles  them  to. 

3.  Full  credit  will  be  given  for  work  done  in  the  col- 
lege departments  of    the  colleges  of    the  Missouri  College 
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Union  and  in  the  college  departments  of  colleges  of  equal 
rank  in  other  states  and  in  the  Missouri  State  Normal 
Schools.  Provided,  that  all  work  credited  must  be  certified 
directly  to  this  Normal  School  by  the  school  in  which  the 
work  was  done. 

4.  Credit  will  be  given  for  work  done  in  schools  •  that 
are  on  the  list  of  affiliated  schools  of  the  Missouri  State 
University  and  the  lists  of  affiliated  schools  of  the  Missouri 
State  Normal  Schools. 

5.  Credit  will  be  given  conditionally  for  work  done  in 
other  than  an  approved  school  or  college. 

6.  Credit  for  work  done  in  any  but  an  approved  school 
or  college  will  be  given,  finally,  only  after  a  student  has 
shown  his  proficiency  in  the  work  for  which  he  asks  credit, 
by  work  done  in  the  same  department  in  this  school.  Pro- 
vided, that  a  student  may  be  given  credit  for  work  in  any 
department  upon  satisfactory  examination  by  the  head  of 
the  department. 

7.  No  credit  will  be  given  in  pedagogy  except  for 
work  done  in  the  Normal  department  of  the  Missouri  State 
University,  the  Missouri  State  Normal  Schools,  or  in  State 
Normal  Schools  of  equal  rank  in  other  states. 


LITERARY  SOCIETIES. 

There  are  four  literary  societies  in  the  Normal  School. 
Two  societies  for  young  men,  the  Webster  Society  and  the 
Benton  Society;  two  societies  for  young  women,  the  Clio 
Society  and  the  Sorosis  Society. 

Each  of  the  societies  has  its  own  hall,  which  has  been 
elegantly  furnished.  Each  society  is  managed  by  its  own 
members,  subject  only  to  such  control  by  the  faculty  as  may 
be  necessary  to  keep  the  societies  in  harmony  with  the  char- 
acter of  the  school.  Students  are  encouraged  to  become 
members  of  these  societies.     The  societies  meet  regularly 
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ev'ery  Friday  afternoon  or  evening  in  their  halls  to  engage 
in  debates,  recitations  and  readings,  orations  and  other  liter- 
ary exercises.  Their  exercises  in  their  halls  are  open  to  the 
faculty  and  students  and  other  occasional  visitors.  From 
time  to  time  public  exercises  are  held  in  the  Normal  Audi- 
torium. But  no  public  exercises  are  held  in  the  Auditorium 
except  by  special  permission  of  the  faculty,  and  all  public 
exercises  held  by  the  literary  societies  or  other  bodies  of 
students  shall  be  subject  to  such  control  by  the  faculty  as 
they  may  think  proper  to  assume. 


SCHILLER  VEREIN. 

The  object  of  this  society  is  to  afford  students  doing 
work  in  German  an  opportunity  to  practice  speaking  Ger- 
man, and  also  to  create  an  interest  in  the  study  of  the  liter- 
ature and  the  manners  and  customs  of  the  Germans.  The 
society  holds  weekly  meetings,  at  which  its  members  engage 
in  singing,  debating,  declaiming,  reading  and  other  literary 
work.  The  work  done  is  similar  to  that  done  in  other  liter- 
ary societies,  except  that  it  is  done  in  German. 

All  students  taking  work  in  German  are  urged  to  be- 
come members  of  this  society. 


THE  YOUNG  MEN'S  CHRISTIAN  ASSOCIATION. 
This  is  an  organization  that  has  as  its  purpose  the 
strengthening  of  the  Christian  character  of  the  men  of  the 
institution.  It  endeavors,  as  nearly  as  possible,  to  replace 
the  Christian  influence  of  the  home  while  the  men  are  here 
attending  the  Normal  School,  and  to  form  in  them  habits 
of  Christian  living.  This  organization  is  under  the  control 
of  students  and  is  heartily  endorsed  and  supported  by  the 
faculty.  It  dates  its  existence  in  this  school  from  March 
28,  1902,  and  is  the  same  as  found  in  other  institutions  of 
learning. 
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At  the  beginning  of  each  term  a  committee  from  the 
Y.  M,  C.  A.,  to  be  recognized  by  their  badges,  meet  the 
students  at  the  trains  and  render  them  all  possible  assist- 
ance in  securing  board  and  in  becoming  acquainted  in  the 
city.  The  committee  will  meet  students  at  any  time.  Any 
correspondence  addressed  to  the  President  of  the  Young 
Men's  Christian  Association,  Cape  Girardeau,  care  of  the 
Normal  School,  will  receive  prompt  and  careful  attention. 

Devotional  meetings,  which  are  led  by  students,  are 
held  weekly.  From  time  to  time  these  meetings  are  ad- 
dressed by  prominent  professional  and  business  men  of  the 
city,  and  on  such  occasions  the  entire  student  body  is  in- 
vited. In  addition  to  these  public  meetings,  there  is  a  num- 
ber of  Bible  classes  which  meet  weekly  and  study,  in  a 
systematic  way,  the  Word  of  God  without  regard  to  any 
religious  denomination  or  creed.  These  classes  are  led  by 
students  who  have  had  special  training  in  such  work  at  the 
Y.  M.  C.  A.  conference  which  is  held  each  summer  at  Lake 
Geneva,  Wisconsin. 

All  men  entering  school  are  urged  to  join  the  Y.  M.  C. 
A.  The  Association  has  a  well-furnished  hall  for  its  meet- 
ings in  Academic  Hall. 


THE  YOUXG  WOMEN'S  CHRISTIAN  ASSOCIATION 

The  Young  Women's  Christian  Association  of  this 
school  has  for  its  purpose  the  promotion  of  a  physical, 
intellectual,  social,  and  spiritual  development  of  the  girls. 

The  entire  membership  is  divided  up  into  seven  com- 
mittees, which  do  effective  work  in  inducing  the  girls  to 
take  an  interest  in  athletics,  in  visiting  sick  students,  in 
keeping  the  needs  of  missions  before  the  girls,  and  in  pro- 
moting Bible  study.  They  also  meet  new  students  and  find 
boarding  places  for  them.  The  moral  influence  of  the  Y. 
W.  C.  A.  is  very  great.  The  whole  trend  of  the  work  fol- 
lows that  of  our  standard :     "  'Not  by  Might  nor  by  Power, 
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but  by  My  Spirit,'  said  the  Lord  of  hosts."    The  Association 
'has  a  well-furnished  hall  for  its  meetings  in  Academic  Hall. 


SCHOLARSHIPS. 
The  regents  have   established   two   scholarships,   each 
worth  one  hundred  dollars  a  year.     These  scholarships  are 
open  to  students  on  the  following  conditions : 

1.  The  student  must  be  a  graduate  of  this  Normal 
School,  of  a  college  of  the  Missouri  College  Union,  or  of 
some  other  approved  college. 

2.  He  must  have  graduated  with  high  rank. 

3.  He  must  be  a  resident  of  this  Normal  District. 

4.  No  student  will  be  permitted  to  hold  a  scholarship 
tor  more  than  two  years. 


THE   HOUCK   COLLECTION   OF   STATUARY. 

The  Normal  School  has  received  the  gift  of  a  valuable 
collection  of  statuary.  This  collection  constituted  most  of 
the  exhibit  of  Mr.  August  Gerber  of  Cologne,  Germany,  at 
the  Louisiana  Purchase  Exposition.  Mr.  Gerber  has  a  high 
reputation  in  Europe  as  an  artist,  and  a  number  of  the  busts 
in  the  collection  were  selected  for  the  German  Educational 
Exhibit.  The  collection  are  reproductions  of  Ancient 
Mediaeval  and  Modern  Works  of  Art.  The  reproductions 
are  made  of  a  special  and  secret  substance,  composed  in  part 
<rf  alabaster,  and  are  of  the  same  size  and  finish  as  the 
originals,  either  in  bronze  or  marble. 

There  are  about  seventy  pieces  in  the  collection,  seven- 
teen of  them  statues. 

This  most  valuable  collection  was  purchased  by  the 
Hon.  Louis  Houck  and  presented  to  the  Normal  School 
By  the  terms  of  the  contract  with  Mr.  Gerber,  this  collection 
was  to  be  set  up  by  him  at  Cape  Girardeau  in  good  order 
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after  the  close  of  the  Exposition.  This  has  been  done.  The 
collection  occupies  a  place  in  Statuary  and  Art  Hall  at  the 
west  end  of  the  main  floor  of  Academic  Hall. 

The  collection  is  one  of  the  most  valuable  collections  in 
the  state,  and  will  do  much  to  place  the  art  department  of 
this  school  on  a  high  plane. 


THE  OLIVER  PRIZES. 

The  Board  of  Regents  has  received  for  the  Normal 
School  a  gift  of  one  thousand  dollars  from  the  Hon.  R.  B. 
Oliver  to  found  two  prizes.  The  purposes  of  the  donor  in 
making  this  most  generous  gift  are  sent  forth  by  him  in  the 
following  language: 

"Now,  with  the  view  and  purpose  of  stimulating  the 
manhood  and  womanhood  of  our  State  with  higher  ideals  of 
oratory,  of  writing,  and  of  character,  I  hereby  promise  and 
agree  to  give  to  the  Board  of  Regents,  of  this  Normal 
School,  and  their  successors  in  office,  the  sum  of  one  thou- 
sand dollars,  to  be  held  by  you  and  your  successors  in  per- 
petual trust,  for  the  uses,  purposes,  and  upon  the  conditions 
and  terms  herein  below  set  out.     That  is  to  say : 

"First,  this  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars  is  to  be  held 
sacred  by  the  Board  of  Regents  as  a  perpetual  trust  fund, 
and  to  be  known  as  the  'Oliver  Fund,'  and  is  to  be  invested 
as  the  Board  of  Regents  sees  fit;  but  if  from  any  cause,  it, 
or  any  part  of  it,  is  lost  or  misappropriated  or  expended  for 
the  school,  the  deficit  is  to  be  made  good  from  other  moneys 
belonging  to  the  school. 

"Second,  the  principal  sum  shall  be  invested  or  loaned 
out,  or  used  by  the  Board  of  Regents  so  as  to  bring  in  the 
best  annual  income ;  and  the  annual  interest  or  income  shall 
be  divided  into  two  equal  sums ;  one  of  which  sums  is  to  be 
forever  known  as  the  'Oliver  Prize  for  Oratory,'  and  the 
other  as  the  'Oliver  Prize  for  Essay.' 
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"Third,  only  young  men  of  the  graduating  class  may 
contest  or  become  candidates  for  the  prize  in  oratory. 

"Fourth,  only  young  women  of  the  graduating  class 
may  contest  or  become  candidates  for  the  prize  for  essay. 

"F^th,  in  awarding  these  prizes  the  following  points 
shall  be  considered: 

(1)  The  candidate's  literary  and  scholastic  attain- 
ments shall  count  one  point. 

(2)  The    candidate's    character,    broadly    considered 
embracing  his  or  her  qualities  of  manhood  or  womanhood' 

truth,  courage,  devotion  to  duty,  sympathy  for  the  protec- 
tion of  the  weak,  kindliness,  unselfishness  and  fellowship, 
and  his  or  her  exhibition  during  school  days  of  moral  force 
of  character,'  shall  count  one  point. 

^  (3)  The  oration  or  essay  respectively  shall  count  one 
point. 

The  one  thousand  dollars  received  by  the  Board  of 
Regents,  as  set  forth  above,  has  been  invested  and  is  yield- 
ing an  income  of  seven  per  cent  per  annum.  The  money 
thus  received  will  be  available  for  offering  the  prizes  to  the 
class  of  1910. 

i  Each  prize  will  be  awarded  in  the  form  of  a  gold  medal 
or  in  money,  at  the  option  of  the  winner. 

Announcement  of  the  winners  of  these  prizes  will  be 
made  annually  on  Commencement  Day 

The  third  contest  for  the  Olive/  Prizes  was  held  on 
Friday  May  15,  1909.  The  Prize  for  Oratory  was  won  by 
Mr.  Edward  Orlando  Wiley;  and  the  Prize  for  Essay  was 
won  by  Miss  Gertrude  Bramlette  Richards. 


THE  REGENTS'  MEDAL. 
The  Regents'  Medal  is  offered  for  the  best  declama- 
tion by  a  young  man,  a  student  of  the  school.     The  contest 
is  held  on  Commencement  Week  each  year. 
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THE  FACULTY  MEDAL. 

The  Faculty  Medal  is  offered  for  the  best  recitation 
by  a  young  lady,  a  student  of  the  school.  The  contest  is 
held  on  Commencement  Week  each  year. 


THE  LIBRARY. 

Robert  Sidney  Douglass,  Librarian. 
Sadie  Trezevant  Kent,  Assistant. 

The  Library  now  numbers  nearly  six  thousand  bound 
volumes,  and  three  thousand  pamphlets.  The  books  are 
all  new  and  were  carefully  selected  with  special  reference 
to  the  needs  of  the  various  departments.  They  comprise 
the  standard  works  in  literature,  history,  science,  philos- 
ophy, pedagogy  and  art;  and  general  works  of  reference, 
including  dictionaries,  encyclopaedias,  atlases,  books  of  quo- 
tations, helps  to  reading,  biographies,  etc.  In  addition  to 
these  there  is  a  fairly  complete  collection  of  the  more  im- 
portant public  documents,  and  a  number  of  bound  volumes 
of  the  standard  magazines. 

The  entire  first  floor  of  the  east  wing  of  Academic  Hall 
is  occupied  by  the  library,  as  well  as  one  large  room  on  the 
ground  floor.  This  space  of  about  seven  thousand  square 
feet  is  divided  into  a  packing  and  binding  room,  a  stack 
room,  a  newspaper  and  magazine  room,  and  a  general  read- 
ing room,  which  seats  about  two  hundred.  The  furniture 
and  equipments  is  all  new  and  of  the  most  approved  kind. 

Free  access  to  the  stacks  is  given  to  all  students,  and  a 
complete  card  catalogue,  comprising  author,  title  and  sub- 
ject entries  is  provided. 

The  library  is  open  on  Saturdays  from  9  a.  m.  to  12  m., 
on  other  days  from  8  a.  m.  to  4:30  p.  m. 

One  hundred  and  eighty-five  periodicals  are  received 
by  the  library.  They  are  placed  in  the  special  newspaper 
and  magazine  room  until  read,  and  are  then  filed  for  refer- 
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ence.

THE  NORMAL  LYCEUM  COURSE. 

The  Lyceum  Course  of  entertainments,  established 
three  years  ago,  has  now  become  a  well  denned  feature  of 
the  education  offered  by  the  Normal  School.  The  course 
was  undertaken  in  order  to  bring  to  the  school  every  xear  a 
series  of  the  best  entertainments  that  are  obtainable.  The 
results  of  the  course  for  the  three  years  that  it  has  existed 
demonstrate  that  it  is  filling  a  genuine  educational  need  of 
very  great  importance  to  all  students,  and  particularly  to 
those  who  are  seeking  to  become  teachers.  It  is  hoped  that 
the  course  will  continue  to  grow  in  favor  until  it  stands  in  a 
class  by  itself  as  including  a  series  of  the  very  finest  enter- 
tainments that  can  be  secured  at  any  cost.  For  the  coming 
year  the  course  includes  seven  numbers,  consisting  of  two 
lectures,  four  musical  numbers,  and  one  reading,  all  of  a 
very  superior  character,  which  will  be  offered  to  the 
students  at  the  low  cost  of  one  dollar  and  twenty-five  cents 
for  the  whole  series.

They  will  receive,  also,  the  Normal  Diploma  if 
thy  elect  as  part  of  their  A.  B.  work  the  required  courses  in 
Education. 

4.  The  College  Course  leading  to  the  Degree  of  Bach- 
elor of  Science. 

Students  who  complete  this  course  will  receive  the  B.  S. 
degree.  They  will  receive,  also,  the  Normal  Diploma  if 
they  elect  as  part  of  their  B.  S.  work  the  required  courses  in 
Education. 

5.  The  College  Course  leading  to  the  Degree  of  Bach- 
elor of  Education. 

Students  who  complete  this  course  will  receive  the  de- 
gree of  Bachelor  of  Education  and  the  Normal  Diploma 
which  is  a  life  state  certificate. 

6.  A  Course  in  Agriculture  for  farmers. 

Students  who  complete  this  course  will  be  able  to  apply 
the  principles  of  Scientific  Agriculture  to  farming. 

7.  A  Course  in  Manual  Training. 

8.  A  Course  in  Domestic  Science  and  Domestic  Sci- 
ence and  Domestic  Art. 

9.  Courses  in  Music,  Drawing,  Stenography,  Type- 
writing, and  Bookkeeping. 


ELEMENTARY  NORMAL  COURSES. 

Students  who  hold  a  third  grade  county  certificate  or 
who  have  preparation  equivalent  to  that  represented  by  a 
third  grade  county  certificate  will  be  admitted  to  the  Ele- 
mentary Normal  Courses. 

Fifteen  points  are  required  to  complete  any  Elementary 
Normal  Course.  Five  recitations  a  week  in  a  subject  re- 
quiring preparation,  for  one  year  will  be  credited  as  one 


point.

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THE  ADVANCED  NORMAL  COURSE. 

Students  who  complete  this  course  will  receive  the  Nor- 
mal Diploma,  which  is  a  life  state  certificate. 

Students  who  have  completed  an  Elementary  Normal 
Course  will  be  admitted  to  the  Advanced  Normal  Course 
without  conditions. 

High  school  graduates  who  present  fifteen  units  of 
credit  made  in  a  first  class  high  school  will  be  admitted  to 
the  Advanced  Normal  Course  without  conditions.  High 
school  graduates  who  present  more  than  fifteen  units  of 
credit  made  in  a  first  class  high  school  will  be  given  ad- 
vanced standing. 

A  minimum  of  one  hundred  and  eight  term  hours  of  col- 
lege work  will  be  required  for  the  completion  of  the  Ad- 
vanced Normal  Course. 

One  recitation  a  week  for  a  term  of  twelve  weeks  in  a 
subject  requiring  preparation  out  of  class,  will  be  credited  as 
one  term  hour.

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COLLEGE  COURSES. 

Students  who  have  completed  an  Elementary  Normal 
Course  are  admitted  to  the  College  Courses  with  certain 
conditions.  To  be  admitted  to  the  A.  B.  course  without 
conditions  a  student  must  have  had  four  points  in  foreign 
language  in  the  Elementary  Course.  To  be  admitted  to  the 
B.  S.  course  without  conditions  a  student  must  have  had 
two  points  in  foreign  language  in  the  Elementary  Course. 
And  if  he  makes  his  foreign  language  in  the  college  course 
in  Latin  he  must  present  three  points  in  Latin  on  entering. 

Students  who  enter  the  College  B.  Ed.  Course  must 
offer  two  points  in  foreign  language  on  entering,  or  they 
must  make  eighteen  hours  in  foreign  language  in  the  Col- 
lege Course. 

High  School  graduates  of  first  class  high  schools  who 
have  a  credit  of  fifteen  high  school  units  will  be  admitted  to 
the  College  Courses  subject  to  the  same  conditions  with 
reference  to  the  foreign  language  requirements  as  those  that 
apply  to  graduates  of  the  Elementary  Normal  Courses. 

High  school  graduates  of  first  class  schools  who  enter 
with  a  credit  of  more  than  fifteen  high  school  units  will  be 
given  advanced  standing.

^  Students  in  the  Freshman  and  Sophomore  years  will  be 
limited  to  fifteen  to  eighteen  hours  work  per  week;  and  in 
the  Junior  and  Senior  years  students  to  thirteen  to  sixteen 
hours  per  week. 

A  minimum  of  one  hundred  ancl  eighty  term  hours  will 
be  required  for  the  completion  of  any  College  Course. 
Under  certain  conditions  a  greater  number  of  hours  may  be 
required. 

The  average  amount  of  credit  that  a  student  may  make 
in  the  Advanced  Normal  Course  or  in  the  College  Courses  in 
one  year  will  be  about  forty-five  term  hours. 

Not  more  than  twenty-seven  hours  may  be  made  in 
Group  E  in  the  College  B.  Ed.  Course. 


THE  DEPARTMENTS. 


DEPARTMENT  OF  EDUCATION. 

Washington  Strother  Dearmont,  Edwin  Andrew  Hayden,  William  Woodrow  Martin, 

Martha  Catherine  Shea,  Carrie  Proctor,  Blanche  Germond, 

Rachel  Elizabeth  Gregg  and  Elm  a  Ealy. 

The  aim  of  the  Department  of  Education  is  not  only  to 
improve  the  technique  of  teaching  as  an  art,  but  to  present 
as  well  the  fundamental  principles  upon  which  all  sane  and 
successful  teaching  must  rest.  Every  effort  is  being  made 
to  articulate  the  work  of  this  department  with  the  more 
practical  phases  of  teaching  which  the  students  meet  in 
training  school  experiences.  The  psychological  side  is 
stressed  more  than  others  in  the  belief  that  educational 
practice  is  rational  in  proportion  as  it  is  based  upon  the  laws 
of  the  human  mind. 

A  psychological  laboratory  has  been  installed  at  a  cost 
of  $1500,  and  it  is  now  possible  to  do  in  a  very  excellent  way 
the  fundamental  experiments.  The  following  courses  will 
be  offered : 

1.  Elementary  Psychology.  A  course  extending 
throughout  the  year.  Intended  as  a  foundation  for  later 
wrork  in  educational  subjects.     Four  hours  per  week. 

2.  Advanced  Psychology.  A  course  intended  for  stu- 
dents who  are  candidates  for  the  Bachelor's  degree.  Courses 
in  Physics  and  Physiology  are  presupposed.  Three  hours 
per  week  for  one  year. 

3.  Sociology.  An  elementary  course  intended  for 
students  taking  the  college  course.  The  course  is  intended 
to  cover  in  a  thorough  way  the  principles  of  Sociology. 
Three  hours  a  week  for  one  year. 


38  Missouri  State  Normal  School. 

4.  History  of  Education.  A  course  covering  ancient, 
mediaeval,  and  modern  periods.  Three  hours  per  week  for 
one  year. 

5.  The  Psychology  of  Education.  A  special  study  of 
the  experimental  investigations  of  problems  relating  to  edu- 
cation. 

6.  Principles  of  Teaching.  This  course  sets  forth  the 
theory  of  the  teaching  process.  It  aims  to  derive  the  funda- 
mental principles  of  teaching  from  the  laws  which  are  basic 
in  mental  growth.  Text :  Thorndike's  Principles  of  Teach- 
ing.    Five  hours  per  week  for  two  terms. 

7.  Principles  of  Teaching  Applied  to  Special  Subjects. 

Course  6  is  a  prerequisite  for  this  course.  It  aims  to  ex- 
plain the  special  principles  underlying  the  teaching  of  some 
of  the  most  important  subjects  in  the  elementary  curricu- 
lum, such  as  reading,  history,  geography,  nature-study,  lan- 
guage, and  arithmetic.  No  text.  Four  hours  per  week  for 
three  terms. 

8.  Pedagogy  of  the  Common  Branches.  For  students 
of  the  elementary  course.  A  review  of  the  common  branches 
from  the  teacher's  standpoint,  under  the  head  of  the  depart- 
ment having  charge  of  that  branch  in  the  Normal  School. 
The  course  includes  six  weeks  in  arithmetic,  six  in  gram- 
mar, six  in  United  States  History,  six  in  geography,  six  in 
reading,  and  six  in  observation  and  teaching  in  the  Element- 
ary School.     Five  hours  per  week  for  three  terms. 

9.  School  Management.  This  course  deals  with  some 
of  the  most  important  problems  that  are  likely  to  confront 
the  room  teacher.  It  aims  to  set  forth  the  fundamental 
principles  underlying  school  management.  Text:  Bag- 
ley's  Classroom  Management.  Five  hours  per  week  for  one 
term. 

10.  School  Supervision  and  Administration.  This 
course  is  intended  primarily  for  principals,  supervisors  and 
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superintendents.  It  is  open  only  to  teachers  of  experience 
and  to  those  doing  advanced  work  in  pedagogy.  It  covers 
the  held  of  school  organization,  supervision,  and  develop- 
ment. Text:  Chancellor's  School  Supervision.  Four 
hours  a  week  for  three  terms. 

11.  Primary  Teaching.  One  or  more  courses  will  be 
ottered  especially  for  primary  teachers.  Particular  atten- 
tion will  be  given  to  the  teaching  of  reading,  literature, 
nature-study,  arithmetic,  and  hand  work  in  the  lower  grades. 
The  uses  of  crayon  drawing  and  modeling  in  the  primary 
work  will  be  made  a  special  study.  No  text.  Five  hours 
per  week  for  one  term. 

12.  Kindergarten  Teaching  as  Related  to  Primary 
Work.  This  course  will  show  the  use  of  Kindergarten 
stories,  songs,  and  games  in  the  primary.  The  oral  present- 
ation of  children's  stories  will  be  studied  and  practiced.  No 
text.     Five  hours  per  week  for  one  term. 

13.  Teaching  in  the  Elementary  School.  This  course 
consists  of  actual  classroom  teaching  under  the  direction  of 
the  critic  teachers.  The  teaching  is  supplemented  by  plans, 
written  reports,  and  personal  conferences.  Students  who 
have  not  reached  the  Junior  year  will  not  be  allowed  to  take 
this  course.     Five  hours  per  week  for  three  terms. 


DEPARTMENT  OF  MATHEMATICS. 

Benjamin  Franklin  Johnson,  Myrtle  Knepper  and  Richardson  Douglass  White. 

1.  Arithmetic.  This  course  is  offered  each  term.  Five 
hours  a  week. 

2.  Elementary  Algebra.  Five  hours  a  week  for  three 
terms. 

The  idea  of  the  equation  as  an  instrument  of  mathemat- 
ical investigation  will  be  early  introduced  and  constantly 
emphasized  throughout  the  course.     The  work  of  the  first 
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term  will  be  the  mastery  of  the  principles  of  addition,  sub- 
traction, multiplication,  division,  factors,  common  multiples, 
and  fractions.  Second  term  work  will  deal  primarily  with 
simple  equations  of  several  unknown  quantities.  The  third 
term  will  foe  devoted  to  the  subjects  pertaining  to  quad- 
ratics. 

3.  Plane  Geometry.     Five  hours  a  week  for  two  terms. 
This  subject  will  be  presented  as  a  method  of  reasoning 

rather  than  as  an  acquirement  of  geometric  facts.  With 
this  in  view  special  emphasis  will  be  given  to  original  dem- 
onstrations. Some  attention  will  be  given  to  the  history  of 
the  development  of  the  subject. 

4.  Solid  Geometry.     Five  hours  a  week  for  one  term. 

As  ordinarily  presented  this  subject  is  only  a  continua- 
tion of  plane  geometry.  While  this  plan  will  not  be  disre- 
garded, solid  geometry  as  an  independent  subject  will  be 
emphasized  so  far  as  can  be  done  for  elementary  students. 

5.  College  Algebra.     Four  hours  a  week  for  two  terms. 
The  theory  and  solution  of    higher  equations  will    be 

made  the  basis  of  this  work. 

6.  Trigonometry.     Four  hours  a  week  for  one  term. 

The  work  in  trigonometry  can  be  considerably  con- 
densed by  omitting  many  of  the  fancy  exercises  of  the 
ordinary  text  book  and  giving  more  time  to  the  practical 
applications  of  the  subject. 

7.  Analytic  Geometry.  Three  hours  a  week  for  three 
terms. 

The  aim  will  'be  to  present  the  subject  as  a  new  instru- 
ment of  investigation  and  not  merely  a  study  of  the  proper- 
ties of  conic  sections. 

8.  Calculus.     Three  hours  a  week  for  three  terms. 
Differentiation  and  integration  of  all  ordinary  algebraic 
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and    transcendental    functions    followed    by    their    various 
applications. 

9.  General  Astronomy.  The  course  aims  to  give  a 
general  knowledge  of  astronomy  such  as  educated  people 
should  have  and  to  prepare  teachers  for  a  better  understand- 
ing of  mathematical  geography. 

Courses  1,  2,  and  3  are  required  for  entrance  to  the  col- 
lege courses  prescribed  by  the  Normal  School. 

Text  books:  Slaught  and  Lennes's  Elementary  Alge- 
bra; Lyman's  Plane  and  Solid  Geometry;  Hawkes'  Ad- 
vanced Algebra;  Wentworth's  Trigonometry;  Gale  and 
Smith's  Analytic  Geometry;  Granville's  Differential  and  In- 
tegral Calculus  ;  Lyman's  Advanced  Arithmetic. 


DEPARTMENT  OF  ENGLISH. 

Harriet  Marston,  Jeptha  Riggs,  Arthur  Winn  Vaughan. 
ELEMENTARY  COURSES. 

1.  English  Grammar.  The  essentials  of  the  English 
sentence  are  carefully  covered  with  special  attention  to  drill 
in  analysis.  Students  are  required  to  be  well  grounded  in 
Grammar  before  going  on  with  other  English  work.  New 
classes  will  be  formed  each  term,  and  those  entering  for  the 
first  time  are  urged  to  consider  this  course  in  planning  their 
work.  Text :  Allen  and  Hawkins.  Two  terms  ;  five  hours 
a  week. 

2.  Advanced  Grammar.  This  course  is  planned  for 
those  who  are  well  grounded  in  the  essentials  of  the  Eng- 
lish sentence.  (1)  The  problems  of  English  idiom  as 
related  to  sentence  structure ;  and  (2)  methods  of  teaching 
grammar  in  the  public  schools.  In  additon  to  lectures  and 
class  discussions  there  will  be  reports  on  assigned  topics. 
Texts :     Carpenter's  English  Grammar,  and  others. 
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3.  Rhetoric  and  Literature.  Two  days  a  week  will 
be  devoted  to  the  discussion  of  rhetorical  principles;  one 
day  to  the  writing  and  correction  of  themes;  and  two 'days 
to  the  study  of  selected  classics  from  American  and  English 
literature.  Texts:  Herrick  and  Damon's  Rhetoric  and 
Composition.  Curry's  Literary  Readings.  Three  terms; 
five  hours  a  week. 

4.  English  Literature.  A  general  survey  from  Chau- 
cer to  Tennyson.  The  history  of  the  various  periods  and 
biography  from  Halleck's  History  of  English  Literature. 
Representative  specimens  will  be  studied  closelv.  Text: 
Halleck's  History  of  English  Literature. 

COLLEGE  COURSES. 

5.  College  Rhetoric  and  Composition.  Copious  drill 
in  planning,  outlining,  and  writing  themes  will  be  continued 
with  study  of  rhetorical  theory  and  reading  of  illustrative 
prose  from  the  masters  of  modern  prose  style.  Texts- 
Handbook  of  Composition  by  Wooley.  Baldwin's  College 
Rhetoric.     Three  terms ;  three  hours  a  week. 

6.  Advanced  Composition.  Open  to  students  who 
have  completed  English  5  or  the  equivalent.  There  will  be 
constant  writing  based  on  the  analysis  of  pro-se  models 
Emphasis  will  be  placed  on  the  logical  or  the  literary  forms 
of  composition  according  to  the  needs  and  desires  of  the 
class.     Two  terms ;  three  hours  a  week. 

7.  Literary  Criticism.  The  aim  of  this  course  is  to 
develop  intelligent  appreciation  and  a  just  estimate  of  the 
value  of  literature  as  a  work  of  art.  Coleridge,  Maeaulay, 
Arnold,  and  Pater  will  be  studied  as  types  of  critics.  Mas- 
terpieces by  various  authors  will  be  considered  with  special 
reference  to  their  historical  and  biographical  interests,  while 
their  literary  merits  will  be  considered  with  special  refer- 
ence to  the  principles  of  literary  criticism.     Text-     Win- 
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Chester's     Principles    of     Literary    Criticism.     Recitations 
Monday,  Wednesday,  Friday.     One  term. 

8.  History  of  the  English  Language.  Before  taking 
this  course,  the  student  should  have  done  some  foreign 
language  study.  The  course  is  important  for  those  who 
expect  to  teach  English  grammar.  Text:  Sweet's  Anglo- 
Saxon  Primer  and  Lounsbury's  History  of  the  English  Lan- 
guage. Recitations  Monday,  Wednesday,  Friday.  Two 
terms. 

9.  The  Romantic  Movement.  The  origin  and  charac- 
teristics of  the  Romantic  Movement  in  literature,  and  the 
poetry  of  the  great  writers  of  this  period  will  be  studied. 
Monday,  Wednesday,  Friday.     One  term. 

10.  Development  of  the  Novel.  The  history  and  de- 
velopment of  the  English  novel  will  be  studied.  The  fol- 
lowing novels  will  be  discussed:  Goldsmith:  Vicar  of 
Wakefield ;  Scott :  Ivanhoe  or  Old  Mortality ;  Austen  :  Pride 
and  Prejudice;  Dickens:  David  Copperfield;  Thackeray: 
Vanity  Fair  or  Henry  Esmond;  Eliot:  Adam  Bede  or  Mid- 
dlemarch.  Text:  Crosses  Development  of  the  Novel. 
Monday,  Wednesday,  and  Friday.     Two  terms. 

11.  Social  Reform  in  Fiction.  Before  undertaking  this 
course  the  student  should  be  familiar  with  the  economic  and 
industrial  history  of  England.  Dickens'  Hard  Times  will 
be  used  in  considering  the  evils  of  the  factory  system; 
Kingsley's  Alton  Locke,  in  connection  with  a  study  of  the 
sweat  shops ;  Besant's  All  Sorts  and  Conditions  of  Men,  in 
relation  to  the  labor  movement;  Ward's  Marcella,  in  con- 
nection with  Paternalism  and  Socialism.  Monday,  Wed- 
nesday, Friday.     Two  terms. 

12.  The  Drama.  The  technique  and  devlopment  of 
the  drama  will  be  studied  by  text  and  lecture.  Careful  study 
will  be  made  of  several  of  Shakespeare's  plays.  Monday, 
Wednesday,  Friday.     Two  terms. 
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13.  Victorian  Poetry.  Tennyson  and  Browning  will 
receive  most  attention ;  but  Arnold,  Morris,  Rossetti,  and 
Swinburne  will  also  be  studied.  Monday,  Wednesday,'  Fri- 
day.    Two  terms. 

14.  American  Literature.  The  history  and  sequence 
of  American  literature  interpreted  in  the  light  of  the  pre- 
vious study  of  English  literature.  The  schools  of  the  past 
and  the  tendencies  of  the  present  will  be  noticed.  A  num- 
ber of  selected  specimens  will  be  studied.  Monday,  Wednes- 
day, Friday.     Two  terms. 

15.  High  School  Course  in  Literature.  This  course  is 
designed  for  those  who  intend  to  teach  English  in  high 
schools.  Aid  in  organizing  the  work  for  such  schools,  and 
methods  of  presenting  the  work  will  be  given.  Monday, 
Wednesday,  Friday.     One  term. 

16.  Types  of  American  Fiction.  The  Early  Romantic 
Tale:  Irving,  Poe,  and  Hawthorne.  The  Romance  of  Ad- 
venture: Cooper.  The  Psychological  Romance:  Haw- 
thorne. The  Realistic  Short  Story:  James,  Wilkins,  Harte 
The  Realistic  Novel:  Howells  and  James.  Monday, 
Wednesday,  Friday.     One  term. 

17.  Literary  Types  of  Poetry.  A  study  will  be  made 
of  the  ballad,  epic,  lyric,  and  its  various  forms,  and  of  the 
drama.     Monday,  Wednesday,  Friday.     One  term 


DEPARTMENT  OF  PUBLIC  SPEAKING. 


Arthur  Winn  Vaughan, 
Bessie  Parker  Hunt. 


The  courses  offered  in  this  department  fall  into  two 
rather  distinct  groups:  (1)  Those  which  deal  with  the 
vocal  interpretation  of  literature;  and  (2)  those  which  are 
p  anncd  to  secure  for  the  student  ability  to  express  his  own 
ideas  effectively  in  public.     The  basis  of  all  work  done  in 
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the  department  is  literary  analysis  combined  with  practice 
in  oral  and  written  composition.  It  is  obvious,  therefore, 
that  all  work  in  Oratory  is  essentially  work  in  English.  It 
is  credited  as  such  on  all  courses  of  study.  The  following 
combinations  and  substitutions  will  be  found  satisfactory: 
Oratory  1,  with  two  terms  of  English  3,  one  years  work. 
Oratory  1,  with  two  terms  of  English  4,  one  year's  work. 
Oratory  2  for  English  4,  one  year's  work.  Oratory  4  to  8 
for  English  Courses  5  to  17. 

1.  Reading.  An  elementary  course  in  vocal  expres- 
sion including  much  practice  in  reading  aloud.  It  is  rec- 
ommended for  all  students  who  are  deficient  in  reading  and 
for  those  who  are  interested  in  the  problems  of  teaching 
reading  to  children.  It  may  be  substituted  for  any  single 
term  of  English  1  to  5.  Repeated  each  term.  One  term ; 
five  hours  a  week. 

2.  Vocal  Expression.  The  primary  purpose  of  this 
course  is  to  enhance  the  student's  appreciation  of  the  vari- 
ous forms  of  literary  composition  and  to  train  him  in  read- 
ing them  orally.  The  basis  of  work  will  be  literary  analysis. 
Use  of  the  voice  and  later  use  of  the  body  will  receive  at- 
tention. Open  only  to  students  who  have  had  English  4, 
or  the  equivalent.  Text:  Curry's  Lessons  in  Vocal  Ex- 
pression.    Three  terms ;  five  times  a  week. 

3.  Dramatic  Interpretation.  One  hour  a  week  will  be 
given  to  study  and  practice  in  the  interpretation  of  dramatic 
literature,  ancient  and  modern.  As  far  as  possible  the  work 
will  be  planned  to  serve  as  preparation  for  the  public  pre- 
sentation of  the  plays  given  by  the  literary  societies  and  the 
senior  class.     Three  terms ;  one  hour  a  week. 

4.  Public  Addresses.  The  general  principles  of  effect- 
ive composition  in  various  forms  of  public  speaking  will 
first  be  presented.  Then  writing  of  short  exercises  incor- 
porating these  principles  will  prepare  the  student  for  com- 
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posing  three  formal  addresses  which  will  represent  the  final 
test  of  the  term's  work.  There  will  be  study  of  models 
from  the  world's  greatest  public  speakers,  and,  if  the  time 
allows,  a  brief  survey  of  the  history  of  oratory.  Text :  Ef- 
fective Speaking,  by  Phillips.  Fall  term;  three  hours  a 
week. 

5.  Extempore  Speaking.  In  accord  with  the  demands 
of  practical  experience  this  course  is  planned  to  give  train- 
ing in  public  speaking  without  opportunity  for  careful  prep- 
aration. There  will  be  much  practice  in  the  outlining  and 
the  delivery  of  short  speeches  upon  topics  of  various  kinds 
adapted  to  varying  audiences.  Incidentally  the  class  will 
keep  informed  regarding  current  events.  Winter  term; 
three  hours  a  week. 

6.  Delivery  in  Public  Speaking.  A  course  dealing  with 
fundamental  principles  involved  in  the  correct  use  of  voice 
and  bbdy  in  speaking  and  reading.  Illustrative  selections 
will  be  studied  and  rendered,  each  student  appearing  as  fre- 
quently before  the  class  as  the  size  of  the  class  will  allow. 
Spring  term ;  three  hours  a  week. 

7.  Debating.  A  debating  squad  will  be  organized  and 
one  hour  a  week  will  he  devoted  to  practice  debating.  There 
will  be  instruction  also  in  the  rules  of  parliamentary  law. 
Three  terms ;  one  hour  a  week. 

8.  Argumentation.  This  is  distinctively  a  course  in 
English  composition  preliminary  tb  work  in  debating.  Gen- 
eral principles  will  be  studied  and  the  students  will  prepare 
briefs,  forensics,  and  other  argumentative  exercises.  It  is 
expected  that  all  members  of  the  class  will  join  the  debating 
squad.  Text:  Foster's  Argumentation  and  Debating. 
Fall  term ;  three  hours  a  week. 
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The  following  courses  in  Elocution  will  be  offered : 
First  Tear — Vocal  Culture  and  Vocal  Expression. 

1.  Breathing,  voice  culture  through  the  imagination; 
voice  training  for  purity,  control,  equality,  strength. 

2.  Gesture  developed  according  to  psychological  laws, 
(a)  Spontaneous  gesture,  exercises  resulting  from  mental 
stimulus,  not  from  practice  of  set  form  of  movement.  (6) 
Analysis  of  gesture;  emotionally  manifestive,  sympathetic, 
descriptive,  and  gesture  as  related  to  subjective  and  object- 
ive states  of  mind. 

3.  Interpretation  of  the  printed  page,  (a)  Careful 
study  of  the  criteria  of  vocal  expression ;  time,  pitch,  quality, 
force.  (6)  Mental  attitude  of  reader;  grouping,  central 
idea,  values,  emotion,  atmosphere,  contrasts,  climax. 

Second  Year — An  appreciation  of  the  literary  and 
esthetic  value  of  a  selection  is  the  first  requirement  for  good 
reading. 

1.  Voice  culture  and  vocal  expression  of  the  first  year 
to  be  continued.  Advanced  work  in  the  expression  of  the 
finer  emotions. 

2.  Literary  matter  and  literary  form  will  be  carefully 
studied.  Under  form  will  be  studied  the  story,  lyric,  bal- 
lad, idyll,  drama,  rhythm,  rhyme,  tone-color,  melody  and 
style.  Examples  may  be  taken  from  Shakespeare,  Tenny- 
son, Browning.  Students  should  provide  themselves  with 
these  volumes. 

3.  Artistic  Rendering.  Half  of  the  time  will  be  given 
to  practice  work,  aiming  to  make  "to  do  as  easy  as  to  know 
what  were  good  to  do,"  to  enable  the  student  to  realize  his 
art  ideals  in  his  own  work.  Each  student  will  read  and 
recite  for  the  criticism  of  the  class  and  instructor.  Voice 
diction,  phrasing,  rhythm,  gesture,  will  be  treated  as  com- 
ponent parts  of  an  artistic  unity  in  each  selection. 
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DEPARTMENT  OF  HISTORY. 

Winnifred  Johnson. 

1.  General  History.  This  course,  continued  through- 
out one  year,  gives  a  brief  survey  of  Ancient,  Mediaeval, 
and  Modern  History.  It  is  required  of  all  students  in  the 
elementary  course. 

2.  English  History.  A  general  course  in  constitutional 
history,  continuing  eighteen  weeks.  Required  in  the  ele- 
mentary course.  Text:  Larned's  History  of  England.  Five 
hours  per  week. 

3.  Mediaevel  and  Modern  History.  Four  courses  of 
one  term  each  are  offered.  The  political,  social,  and  relig- 
ious life  of  Europe  will  be  considered.  Course  1,  Europe  in 
the  Middle  Age,  from  800  A.  D.  to  the  close  of  the  fifteenth 
century;  Course  2,  Modern  Europe  to  1648;  Course  3, 
Europe  from  the  Peace  of  Westphalia  to  the  downfall  of 
Napoleon;  Course  4,  Europe  in  the  Nineteenth  Century. 
Texts:  For  Course  1,  Thatcher's  Mediaeval  Europe; 
Courses  2  and  3,  Schwill's  Political  History  of  Modern 
Europe ;  Course  4,  Development  of  Modern  Europe,  Robin- 
son and  Beard.  Three  hours  per  week.  Not  open  to  stu- 
dents below  the  Freshman  year. 

4.  English  History.  Four  courses  are  offered,  especial 
-attention  being  given  to  the  development  of  the  English 
constitution,  industrial  life,  and  the  religious  and  political 
struggles  of  the  period  of  the  Tudors  and  the  Stuarts. 
Course  1,  The  English  Constitution ;  Course  2,  Age  of  the 
Tutors;  Course  3,  England  in  the  Seventeenth  and  Eigh- 
teenth Centuries;  Course  4,  Industrial  England.  Texts: 
For  Course  1,  Mioran's  English  Constitution ;  Courses  2  and 
3,  Gardiner's  Students'  History  of  England ;  Course  4,  Gib- 
bins'  Outlines  of  Industrial  History.  Courses  1,  2  and  3, 
three  hours  per  week.  Course  4,  two  hours  per  week.  Open 
only  to  students  of  college  rank. 
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5.  Ancient  History.  One  term  of  advanced  work  will 
be  offered  in  Grecian  History,  and  one  term  in  Roman  His- 
tory. Especial  attention  will  be  given  to  the  spread  of 
Greek  civilization,  and  to  Roman  imperial  and  municipal 
institutions.  Texts :  Oman's  History  of  Greece,  and 
Seignobos'  History  of  Rome.  Open  only  to  students  of 
college  rank.     Three  hours  per  week. 


DEPARTMENT     OF     AMERICAN     HISTORY     AND 
ECONOMICS. 

Henry  Stephen  Moore 

1.  American  History.  This  course  is  primarily  open 
to  those  doing  Freshman  and  Sophomore  College  work.  It 
should  be  preceded  by  a  course  in  English  History.  The 
work  of  this  course  will  be  done  by  class  discussions  of  lead- 
ing phases  of  American  History  and  by  special  reports, 
which  will  be  presented  and  criticized  in  class.  The  text 
for  the  first  term  will  be  Thwaites'  Colonies ;  for  the  second 
term  Hart's  Formation  of  the  Union;  for  the  third  term 
Wilson's  Division  and  Reunion.  For  this  work  a  well  sup- 
plied library  of  magazines,  reports,  and  a  complete  collection 
of  special  and  general  works  on  American  History  will  be 
at  the  disposal  of  the  students. 

Three  terms,  thirty-eight  weeks.  Three  hours  a  week, 
Tuesday,  Thursday  and  Saturday. 

2.  Political  and  Constitutional  History  of  the  United 
States.  This  course  is  of  Junior  and  Senior  College  grade, 
and  should  be  preceded  by  Course  1,  or  the  students  should 
have  preparation  equivalent  to  Course  1.  The  course  will 
consist  of  the  study,  analysis  and  history  of  the  Constitution 
for  the  first  half  of  the  year ;  for  the  second  half,  the  history 
of  political  parties  and  platforms,  based  on  Johnson's  His- 
tory of  American  Politics  as  a  text.  Reading  and  reports 
will  be  required. 
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Three  terms,  thirty-eight  weeks.  Three  hours  a  week, 
Wednesday,  Thursday  and  Friday. 

3.  Economics.  This  course  will  be  open  to  Juniors 
and  Seniors  of  the  College  courses.  It  should  be  preceded 
by  Course  1  or  its  equivalent.  Text :  Fetter's  Principles  of 
Political  Economy.  This  will  be  supplemented  with  exten- 
sive reading  in  a  well  selected  special  library  on  Political 
Economy. 

Three  terms,  thirty-eight  weeks.  Three  hours  a  week ; 
Tuesday,  Thursday  and  Saturday. 

4.  Problems  in  Economics,  (a)  Labor;  (6)  Railways 
and  Trusts ;  (c)  Socialism ;  (d)  Money  and  Banking.  Course 
3  or  its  equivalent  is  required  for  this  work. 

Three  terms,  thirty-eight  weeks.  Three  hours  a  week; 
Wednesday,  Thursday  and  Friday. 

5.  United  States  History.  For  beginners  and  those 
who  wish  to  review  the  subject.  The  subject  will  be  offered 
the  first  and  second  terms  of  the  regular  session.  Twenty- 
four  weeks.  Five  hours  a  week;  Tuesday,  Wednesday, 
Thursday,  Friday  and  Saturday. 

6.  United  States  History.  This  will  be  rapid  review 
work  primarily  for  teachers.  It  will  be  offered  the  third 
term  of  the  regular  session,  beginning  in  March.  Twelve 
weeks.  Five  hours  a  week;  Tuesday,  Wednesday,  Thurs- 
day, Friday  and  Saturday. 

7.  Civics.  For  beginners  and  those  who  wish  to  re- 
view the  work.  Offered  the  first  and  second  terms  of  the 
regular  session.     It  includes  the  government  of  Missouri. 

Two  terms,  twenty-four  weeks.  Five  hours  a  week; 
Tuesday,  Wednesday,  Thursday,  Friday  and  Saturday. 

8.  Civics.  This  will  (be  rapid  review  work,  primarily 
for  teachers.  It  will  be  offered  the  third  term  of  the  regular 
session,  beginning  in  March.  Twelve  weeks.  Five  hours  a 
week.  Tuesday,  Wednesday,  Thursday,  Friday  and  Satur- 
day. 
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DEPARTMENT  OF  LATIN  AND  GREEK. 

Josiah  Bethea  Game. 
Eleanor  Tyler. 

This  department  is  conducted  with  special  reference  to 
the  needs  of  those  who  are  to  teach  Latin  and  Greek.  The 
very  best,  approved  methods  of  teaching  are  used,  and  in 
order  to  add  to  the  interest  and  value  of  the  subject  studied, 
an  effort  is  made  to  bring  the  students  into  touch  with  the 
great  amount  of  collateral  material  available  for  this  pur- 
pose. The  nucleus  of  a  complete  equipment  has  been 
secured,  and  as  it  now  stands,  it  is  one  of  the  best,  if  not  the 
very  best,  equipments  of  its  kind  in  the  state.  More  than 
thirty  bromide  enlargements  of  photographs  of  Greek  and 
Roman  subjects  are  upon  the  walls.  The  necessary  refer- 
ence books,  dictionaries,  histories,  charts  and  the  like,  are 
at  hand.  A  full  set  of  the  Teubner  Latin  texts,  some  special 
author  lexicons,  and  a  good  number  of  the  most  valuable 
volumes  on  the  special  authors  studied,  have  been  secured. 
Some  of  the  most  recent  works  on  Roman  topography, 
Greek  and  Roman  art  and  life,  have  likewise  been  placed 
before  the  students,  and  they  are  taught  the  use  of  these,  as 
a  part  of  their  regular  work,  with  a  view  to  having  them 
take  to  their  schools  an  enthusiastic  interest  in  the  study  of 
the  Classics. 

In  addition  to  the  material  belonging  to  the  department, 
students  have  access  to  the  shelves  of  the  Library,  where 
can  be  found  a  good  large  number  of  volumes  bearing 
directly  upon  the  work  in  hand.  Also,  the  splendid  Houck 
Collection  of  Statuary  is  of  incalculable  value  to  the  work  of 
the  department,  and  students  here  have  an  opportunity  to 
secure  an  accurate  knowledge  of  some  of  the  very  best  work 
of  the  great  masters. 

High  school  teachers  will  be  interested  especially  in  the 
illustrative  materials  being  prepared,  in  model,  by  the  differ- 
ent classes  studying  Caesar's  Gallic  Wars.     These  models 
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add  very  much  to  the  interest  of  the  classes,  and  can  be 
readily  reproduced  by  any  student  in  any  school. 

Attention  is  called  to  the  increasing  demand  for  well- 
equipped  teachers  of  Latin  in  the  high  schools  of  the  state 
especially  of  Southeast  Missouri.  The  number  of  high 
schools  increases  each  year,  and  practically  all  offer  courses 
in  Latin.  Competent  teachers  of  the  subject  are  always  in 
demand,  and  those  who  are  preparing  for  high  school  teach- 
ing may  well  bear  this  in  mind,  and  profit  by  this  sugges-

For  the  student  of  average  capacity  and  industry  Latin 
is  no  more  difficult  than  any  other  subject  of  rea  value 
provided  he  ,s  prepared  for  the  work  of  the  Cass  which  he' 
enters.  Time  spent  m  thoroughly  mastering  the  subject 
matter  of  the  first  year  is  well  spent.  J

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2.  Caesar,  Gallic  Wars  (Allen  &  Greenough,  or  other 
text).  In  place  of  two  books  of  Caesar,  an  equivalent 
amount  of  the  Lives  of  Nepos  (Lindsay),  may  be  read. 
Latin  Grammar  (Allen  &  Greenough) ;  Prose  Composition 
(Pearson);  Sight  reading;  Assigned  readings.  Five  hours 
a  week  for  three  terms. 

3.  Cicero,  Orations  (Allen  and  Greenough,  or  other 
text).  In  place  of  one  oration,  Sallust's  Catiline  (Green- 
ough and  Daniell),  may  be  read,  or  other  equivalent  maybe 
substituted.  Latin  Grammar  (Allen  and  Greenough); 
Prose  Composition  (Pearson);  Sight  reading;  Assigned 
readings.     Five  hours  a  week  for  three  terms. 

4.  Vergil,  Aeneid,  six  books  (Dennison's  Frieze).  In 
place  of  two  books  of  the  Aeneid,  the  Eclogues  and  parts  of 
the  Georgics,  or  about  1600  lines  of  the  Metamorphoses  of 
Ovid  (Miller),  or  other  equivalent,  may  be  read.  Prose 
Composition  (Daniell-Brown)  ;  Sight  reading;  Assigned 
readings ;  Latin  Versification,  especially  Dactylic  Hexa- 
meter. For  College  Freshmen.  Four  hours  a  week  for 
three  terms. 

5  (a).  Horace,  Odes  (Smith)  ;  Livy,  Books  21  and  22 
(Greenough  and  Peck);  Cicero,  de  Amicitia  (Price).  In 
place  of  Livy  and  Cicero,  the  Agricola  of  Tacitus,  and  selec- 
tions from  the  Letters  of  Cicero,  or  other  equivalent,  may  be 
substituted.  Latin  Literature  (Fowler);  Sight  reading; 
Assigned  readings.  For  College  Sophomores.  Three  hours 
a  week  for  three  terms. 

5  (b).  Latin  Writing.  Designed  to  accompany  5  (a), 
based  mainly  upon  Livy  and  Cicero's  de  Senectute.  This 
course  is  especially  valuable  for  those  who  expect  to  teach 
Latin.     One  hour  a  week  for  three  terms. 

6  (a).  Tacitus,  Annals  (Allen)  ;  Horace,  Satires  and 
Epistles  (Greenough,  or  Moore)  ;  Juvenal,  Satires  (Wright).

Substitutions  of  equivalents  may  be  made  to  meet  special 
demands.  Assigned  readings.  Three  hours  a  week  for 
three  terms. 

6  (b).  Roman  Life  and  Customs.  A  course  based 
upon  Mau-Kelsey's  Pompeii,  Johnston's  Private  Life  of  the 
Roman's  and  Becker's  Gallus,  and  requiring  a  very  exten- 
sive use  of  the  various  volumes  available  in  the  Library. 
This  course  is  of  great  value  to  those  teachers  who  wish  to 
make  their  work  in  Latin  especially  interesting  and  profit- 
able, even  in  the  earlier  years.  One  hour  a  week  for  three 
terms. 

7(b).  Plautus,  Captivi;  Terence,  Adelphi ;  Rapid 
reading  from  several  writers,  including  Catullus,  Tibullus, 
and  Propertius,  or  equivalents.  Two  hours  a  week  for 
three  terms. 

7(b).  The  Fine  Arts  Among  the  Romans.  A  brief 
survey  of  the  architecture,  painting,  and  sculpture  of  the 
Romans,  based  upon  portions  of  Von  Mach's  History  of 
Sculpture,  Hamlin's  History  of  Architecture,  and  Good- 
year's  Roman  and  Mediaeval  Art,  with  very  large  use  of  the 
material  available  in  the  Library.  This  course  will  be  of 
great  value  to  prospective  teachers  of  Latin.  One  hour  a 
week  for  three  terms. 

8.     Methods  of  Teaching  Latin.     The  purpose  of  this 
course  is  to  prepare  Latin  teachers  who  can  make  the  sub- 
ject both  interesting  and  profitable  to  their  students      The 
general  plan   calls   for   regular  observation   work,   reports 
conferences,  and  some  practice  in  handling  exercises      The 
various  manuals  for  beginners  are  examined  and  discussed, 
and   m   the   author  courses  the   entire  bibliography  of  the 
author  is  studied  carefully.     Special  attention  is  given   to 
the  methods  of  teaching  Latin  followed  both  in  this  country 
and  in  Europe,  and  the  pamphlets  and  books  which  belong 
to  the  pedagogy  of  the  subject  are  used  constantly 
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(a).  First  year  Latin.  Four  times  a  week  for  the  fall 
term. 

(b).     Caesar.     Four  times  a  week  for  the  winter  term. 

(c).  Cicero.  Four  times  a  week  for  the  spring  term. 
Credit  for  this  course  is  given  in  Methods  in  Education.  See 
Department  of  Education,  Course  7. 


GREEK. 

1.  First  Greek,  White's  or  Atherton's.  The  year  is 
given  to  a  thorough  drill  in  forms  and  the  simpler  construc- 
tions.

DEPARTMENT    OF     PHYSICS    AND     CHEMISTRY. 

Benjamin  Glime  Shackelford, 
Arthur  Clay  Masill. 

The  equipment  for  the  teaching  of  these  subjects  has 
been  largely  increased  during  the  past  year  and  there  is  now 
opportunity  for  effective  laboratory  practice  in  all  the 
courses  offered  below.  The  physics  laboratory  is  supplied 
with  delicate  balances,  Weston  Ammeters  and  Voltmeters, 
accurate  resistances,  and  high  grade  galvanometers.     The 
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central  current  is  run  into  the  laboratory  and  supplied  to  aft 
parts  of  same  through  a  convenient  switchboard.     A  motor 
generator  also  supplies  a  low  voltage  current  to  each  table. 
The  work  in  light  has  been  strengthened  by  the  addition 
of  a  standard  photometer  with   Hefner  light  unit,  as  also 
photometric  and  optical  benches  for  more  elementary  work. 
In  sound  a  set  of  standard  tuning  forks  and  sonometers  of 
excellent  construction  have  made  possible  some  very  fine 
experiments  and   good   measurements.     The   addition   of  a 
polar  planimeter,  a  sextant  and  micrometer  slide  have  been 
of  great  'help  in  some  of  the  problems  usually  undertaken  in 
measurement.     The  aim  has  been  to  purchase  good  appa- 
ratus from  reliable  manufacturers,  and  to  keep  it  in  perfect 
running  order. 

In  the  Department  of  Chemistry  the  tables  have  been 
fitted  with  racks  and  supplied  with  sets  of  thirty  reagent 
bottles    both    for   general   and    qualitative    work.     A    large 
quantity  of  Resistance  glassware   was  imported  last  year 
together  with  a  good  supply  of  accurately  graduated  meas- 
uring   instruments.     The    laboratory    is    now    abundantly 
equipped  for  strong  courses  in  gravimetric  and  volumetric 
analysis  with  a  moderate  supply  of  apparatus  for  gas  analy- 
sis.    There  is  also  an  electric  furnace  and  electric  hot  plate. 
The  new    lecture  room    supplied  with    a  high    grade 
lantern  and  projectoscope  is  used  in  common  by  the  Depart- 
ments of  Physics,   Chemistry,  and   Biology.     The   Normal 
School  is  striving  to  furnish  opportunity  for  science  work 
equal  to  any  demands  that  may  be  made  upon  it.     It  is  no 
small  factor  in  a  liberal  education  to  become  acquainted  with 
the  instruments  of  precision  used  in  modern  scientific  work. 

The  courses  offered  for  the  coming  year  will  consist  of: 
1.     An    Elementary    Course    in   Physics;    open    to    all 
students  who  have  had  a  course  in  algebra.     Three  recita- 
tions and  two  laboratory  periods  per  week.     This  is  not  the 
course  in  Physics  which  has  hitherto  been  offered  under  this 
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name,  but  is  a  new  course  designed  to  popularize  the  sub- 
ject and  bring  it  within  the  reach  of  a  larger  per  cent  of  the 
student  body.  The  general  principles  of  the  subject  will  be 
discussed  and  illustrated,  and  their  bearing  on  the  phe- 
nomena of  everyday  life  will  be  constantly  kept  in  view. 
Credit,  one  point  on  the  elementary  certificate. 
Text :     Carhart  and  Chute. 

2.  Advanced  Course  in  General  Physics.  The  aim  will 
be  a  thorough  grounding  in  Physics  with  abundant  opportu- 
nity for  laboratory  practice.  This  course  will  be  open  to 
students  who  have  had  Course  1  or  its  high  school  equiva- 
lent, or  to  advanced  students  who  have  had  geometry  and 
the  elements  of  trigonometry.  The  purpose  of  this  course 
will  be  a  general  knowledge  of  the  subject  such  as  those 
who  expect  to  teach  in  the  high  school  should  have. 

Two  recitations  per  week  with  two  double  laboratory 
periods.     Credit  four  hours  in  the  College  Course. 

Text:  Hastings  and  Beach.  Laboratory  Guide:  Day- 
ton C.  Miller. 

CHEMISTRY. 

1.  Elements  of  Inorganic  Chemistry.  Open  to  stu- 
dents in  the  Elementary  Course.

GENERAL  PHYSIOLOGY. 

4.  For  undergraduates  in  the  College  Course. 

An  elementary  knowledge  of  the  structure  of  the  human 
body  is  required  for  this  course.  The  work  assumes  such  a 
knowledge  of  anatomy  as  a  high  school  course  affords.  In 
addition  to  the  experimental  work  in  physiology,  the  course 
includes  an  exhaustive  series  of  lectures  on  hygiene  and 
sanitation. 

Text :  Hough  and  Sedgwick's  The  Human  Mechanism, 
and  Martin's  The  Human  Body.  Five  hours,  three  times  a 
week. 

BACTERIOLOGY. 

5.  For  undergraduates  in  the  College  oCurse. 

A  general  view  of  the  morphology  of  the  'bacteria,  and  a 
more  careful  study  of  the  commoner  pathogenic  organisms 
and  those  of  economic  importance  are  the  aims  of  this 
course.  The  importance  which  the  bacteria  bear  to  human 
life  and  human  activities  offers  the  best  reason  for  such  a 
course. 

Five  hours,  three  times  a  week. 
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References,  Reading,  and  Reports.  Students  in  any  of 
the  biological  sciences  are  required  to  do  extensive  reading 
in  the  library  or  elsewhere,  covering  topics  which  will  be 
assigned  from  time  to  time,  and  on  which  reports  will  be 
expected.  The  library  will  be  supplied  with  the  best  books 
and  periodicals  covering  the  fields  of  botany,  zoology, 
physiology,  and  hygiene  and  sanitation. 

EQUIPMENT. 
The  Biological  laboratory  is  well  equipped  to  do  thor- 
ough work.     It  is  supplied  with  water,  gas,  and  electricity. 
An  attempt  has  been  made  to  perfect  the  unit  system.     Each 
student  is  provided  a  desk  with  plate  glass  top  and  drawers 
for  containing  note  books,  dissecting  apparatus,  etc.,  and  a 
cupboard     for     containing    the    microscopes.     Each     desk 
contains  a  Bausch  &  Lomb  B  B  microscope  stand  with  a 
complete  set  of  objectives  and  eyepieces,  and  a  W  dissecting 
microscope  stand  with  a  1-inch  doublet.     The  lower  drawers 
are  arranged  to  hold  dissecting  instruments,  reagent  bottles 
glassware,  etc.,  all  of  which   are  furnished   by   the   State' 
There  are  no  laboratory  fees.     Each  table  is  supplied  with 
gas  burners  and  is  thoroughly  lighted  by  electricity.     The 
laboratory  is  equipped  with  a  modern  incubator,  stem  and 
hot  air  sterilizers,  water-baths,  microtomes,  and  all  appara- 
tus necessary  to  the  preparation  of  laboratory  material. 

A  new  lecture  room  is  completed,  with  elevated  seats 
and  equipped  with  a  high  grade  stereopticon  for  the  projec- 
tion  of  ordinary   slides,   microscopic   objects,   and   opaque 
objects.     It  is  also  supplied  with  demonstration  table,  water 
gas,  and  electricity. 
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DEPARTMENT  OF  AGRICULTURE. 

Edgar  Augustus  Cockefair, 
Ledru  Rollin  Johnson. 

This  department  has  been  newly  established  in  the 
Normal  School  with  the  object  of  furnishing  to  young  men 
from  the  farm  an  opportunity  of  obtaining  the  equivalent  of 
a  good  high  school  education  of  such  nature  as  will  fit  them 
to  carry  on  the  business  of  farming  according  to  the  most 
approved  modern  methods.  It  is  especially  designed  to 
reach  those  young  men  who  have  neither  time  nor  money  to 
take  a  college  course.  The  department  has  ample  means  in 
the  way  of  laboratories  and  farm  equipment  to  give  the  best 
of  instruction  within  the  scope  of  the  work  offered.  The 
course  as  planned  miay  be  completed  in  three  years;  but 
many  students  will  find  it  to  advantage  not  to  attempt  to 
complete  it  under  four  years.  Students  under  sixteen  years 
of  age  may  not  enter.

Elective  Courses.  Two  electives  must  be  chosen  from 
the  following  four  groups.

COURSES  IN  DETAIL. 
Group  1.     Principles  of  Breeding.     Group  2.     Bacteri- 
ology, or  Agricultural  Chemistry.    Group  3.   Animal  Physi- 
ology or  Plant  Physiology.     Group  4.     Economics  or  Com- 
mercial Geography. 

Plant  Culture.  This  course  begins  wth  the  fundamental 
principles  of  plant  growth  and  increase.  Upon  this  basis 
the  artificial  methbds  of  propogating  plants,  such  as  seed 
testing  and  selection,  the  making  of  cuttings,  budding, 
grafting,  transplanting,  etc.,  will  be  taught.  Three  recita- 
tions and  two  laboratories  each  week.  Text:  Principles 
of  Plant  Culture.     Goff. 

Live  Stock  Judging.  This  is  the  initial  study  of  farm 
animals.  Type,  conformation,  and  breed  characteristics  are 
carefully  studied.  Enough  anatomy  is  introduced  to  show 
the  value  of  certain  important  features.  Unsoundness  and 
inherent  weakness  in  farm  animals,  particularly  horses, 
receive  special  attention.  The  object  of  this  course  is  to 
train  the  student  to  be  able  to  estimate  the  worth  of  an 
animal  and  to  be  reasonably  certain  of  its  possibilities.  Two 
recitations  and  three  laboratories  each  week.  Text:  Types 
and  Breeds  of  Farm  Animals.     Plum. 
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Dairying.  A  practical  course  in  the  selection,  feeding, 
and  care  of  milk  cows.  The  course  also  treats  of  the  forma- 
tion of  milk  in  the  udder ;  milk  sanitation ;  the  part  of  bac- 
teria in  butter  making  and  cheese  making,  the  principles  of 
churning,  separation,  milk  testing,  Pasteurization,  etc.  The 
common  diseases  of  milk  cows,  such  as  contagious  abortion 
and  milk  fever,  will  receive  attention.  Two  laboratories 
and  three  recitations  each  week.  Text :  Milk,  Its  Nature 
and  Composition.     Aikman. 

Field  Crops  and  Grain  Judging.  This  course  is 
designed  to  teach  the  best  methods  of  crop  rotation  as 
applied  to  different  kinds  of  farming.  It  includes  a  study 
of  the  requirements  of  each  farm  crop  in  the  matter  of  soil 
and  cultivation.  Grain  judging,  selection  and  care  of  seed, 
harvesting,  etc.,  receive  special  attention.  Two  laboratories 
and  three  recitations  each  week.  Text :  Cereals  in  Amer- 
ica. Hunt.  Judging  and  Grading  of  Grain.  Lyon  and 
Montgomery. 

Live  Stock  Production.  A  study  of  the  principles  of 
digestion  in  the  different  farm  animals ;  the  classification  of 
feeds,  and  the  balancing  of  rations  for  economical  and 
effective  feeding;  the  care  of  breeding  animals  and  young 
live  stock.  The  well  established  principles  of  breeding  and 
selection  are  taught,  but  theoretical  problems  are  reserved 
for  the  advanced  course.  Two  laboratories  and  three  reci- 
tations a  week.     Text :     The  Feeding  of  Animals.     Jordan. 

Soils  and  Fertilizers.  A  course  designed  to  give  a 
practical  idea  of  soil  formation,  kinds  of  soils,  principles  of 
tillage,  conservation  of  moisture,  drainage,  soil  fertility,  and 
the  effects  of  fertilizers.  Two  laboratories  and  three  recita- 
tions a  week.     Text :     The  Fertility  of  the  Land.     Roberts. 

Fruit  and  Vegetable  Production.  A  general  course  in 
the  most  economical  methods  of  fruit  and  vegetable  produc- 
tion. It  includes  planting,  culture  and  pruning  of  trees;  a 
study  of  the  most  destructive  insect  and  fungus  pests  and 
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diseases  of  the  orchard  and  garden  and  the  best  methods  of 
combating  them;  and  methods  of  storing  and  marketing 
fruit  and  vegetables.  Two  laboratories  and  three  recita- 
tions a  week.     Text:     To  be  selected. 

ELECTIVE  COURSES. 
Principles  of  Breeding.  This  is  an  advanced  course 
which  may  not  be  elected  before  the  third  year.  It  is 
designed  for  students  who  are  interested  in  the  theoretical 
side  of  breeding  and  who  expect  to  become  breeders  of 
pedigreed  stock  or  expert  seedsmen.  One  laboratory,  four 
recitations  a  week.  Text:  Principles  of  Breeding.  Daven- 
port. 

For  Bacteriology  and  Agricultural  Chemistry  see  under 
Biology  and  Chemistry  Departments. 

Animal  Physiology.  A  detailed  study  of  digestive 
anatomy,  and  the  chemistry  of  feeds  and  digestion.  Two 
laboratories  and  three  recitations  a  week.  Text:  To  be 
selected. 

Plant  Physiology.  A  course  which  investigates  the 
phenomena  of  plant  growth  and  response  to  environment. 
A  good  working  knowledge  of  chemistry  is  needed  before 
this  course  is  begun.  Three  laboratories  and  two  recitations 
a  week.     Text :     To  be  selected. 

For  Economics  and  Commercial  Geography  see  under 
Departments  of  Economics  and  Geography,  respectively. 

NORMAL  COURSES  IN  AGRICULTURE. 
Rural  School  Agriculture.  A  course  designed  especially 
for  teachers  in  rural  school.  Only  such  subject  matter  will 
be  given  as  may  be  taught  in  rural  schools.  The  main 
problem  in  this  course  will  be  to  arrange  suitable  agricul- 
tural subject  matter  to  fit  into  the  rural  school  curriculum 
in  such  manner  that  it  will  correlate  with  and  supplement 
the  regular  school  work  to  the  extent  of  more  closely  relat- 
ing it  with  home  life  and  farm  activities.     No  prerequisite 
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demanded.  Offered  the  third  term  and  summer  of  each 
year.  Three  recitations  and  two  laboratories.  Texts  to  be 
selected. 

High  School  Agriculture.  A  course  offered  to  high 
school  teachers  who  have  had  at  least  three  terms  work  in 
agriculture  in  the  regular  course,  or  its  equivalent.  A  course 
taking  up  the  purpose,  scope,  subject  matter,  place  in  curri- 
culum, laboratory  equipment,  and  genral  problems  con- 
cerned in  the  introduction  and  teaching  of  the  subject  in 
high  schools.  Three  recitations  and  two  laboratories  a 
week.     No  text  used. 


DEPARTMENT  OF  GEOGRAPHY  AND  GEOLOGY. 

Homer  Lawson  Roberts. 

The  Department  of  Geography  has  laboratory  facilities 
which  equip  it  fairly  well  for  the  work  offered  in  this  line. 
Considerable  additions  to  the  equipment  have  been  made 
within  the  past  year. 

1.  Physical  Geography — Meteorology.  A  study  of 
meterological  phenomena,  including  recorded  daily  observa- 
tions of  air  pressure,  temperature  and  moisture,  rainfall, 
winds,  and  clouds,  work  on  the  weather  map,  etc. 

Fall  term.  Five  hours  a  week,  or  the  equivalent  in 
labatory  and  recitation. 

2.  Physical  Geography.  The  earth  as  a  planet,  erosion, 
rivers,  lakes,  glaciers,  mountains  and  volcanoes.  Studies  of 
topographic  maps. 

Winter  term.  Five  hours  a  week,  or  the  equivalent  in 
laboratory  and  recitation. 

3.  Physical  Geography.  The  sea;  plant  and  animal 
geography. 

Spring  term.  Five  hours  a  week,  or  the  equivalent  in 
laboratory  and  recitation. 

Courses  1,  2,  and  3  constitutes  a  year's  work  in  the  sub- 
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ject  and  should  be  taken  in  this  order.  Open  to  all  students. 
Credit  for  the  three,  one  point  in  science  on  the  Elementary 
Normal  Course. 

Text :     Dryer— Lessons  in  Physical  Geography. 

4.  Physical  Geography.  A  term's  work  covering  the 
entire  subject. 

Summer  term.  Five  hours  a  week  or  the  equivalent  in 
laboratory  and  recitation.  Credit,  one-third  of  a  point  in 
the  Elementary  Normal  Course. 

Text:     Dryer— Lessons  in  Physical  Geography. 

5.  Geography.  A  consideration  of  geography  teaching 
based  on  a  study  of  facts  and  relations.  It  involves  home 
geography,  the  geography  of  Missouri,  of  the  United  States 
and  certain  other  selected  regions.  The  aim  is  to  discover 
principles  and  to  relate  facts  rather  than  to  teach  a  large 
number  of  isolated  facts.  Map-making,  modeling  and  other 
modes  of  expression  receive  attention. 

Text :  Dodge— Advanced  Geography.  Missouri  Course 
of  Study. 

6.  General  Geology.  The  general  principles  of  geology 
will  he  taught.  The  course  will  be  given  with  particular 
reference  to  the  needs  of  high  sdiool  teachers  of  physio- 
graphy and  geology. 

Fall,  winter  and  spring  terms.  Credit,  two  hours  on 
Advanced  Normal  and  College  Courses. 

7.  Nature  Study.  A  course  for  teachers  who  wish  to 
become  better  acquainted  with  the  outdoor  world  and  to 
make  greater  use  of  its  materials  in  their  teaching.  As  far 
as  possible  this  work  will  extend  the  teacher's  knowledge  of 
our  common  animals  and  plants— especially  the  birds 
insects,  trees,  wild  flowers,  and  weeds.  Besides  the  study 
of  subject  matter,  the  course  deals  with  the  purposes  and 
methods  of  nature  teaching,  aiming  to  develop  the  necessary 
interest  and  self-confidence  to  enable  the  teacher  to  take  up 
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nature  study  with  her  own  pupils.  The  school  garden  is 
used  to  illustrate  one  very  important  phase  of  the  work. 

Open  to  all  students.  Credit,  one-third  of  a  point  on 
the  Elementary  Normal  Course.  Spring  and  Summer  terms. 
Five  hours  a  week,  or  the  equivalent  in  field  work  and 
recitation.

DEPARTMENT   OF   MANUAL  TRAINING. 

Charles  Lamb,  Mary  Louise  Booth,  August  Martin  Huters. 

A  full  course  in  Manual  Training  is  offered.  Students 
who  complete  the  course  will  be  fitted  to  enter  the  mechan- 
ical trades  or  to  enter  an  engineering  school.  Students  who 
complete  the  Manual  training  and  in  addition  complete  the 
necessary  work  in  education  will  be  prepared  to  teach 
manual  training  in  the  elementary  and  high  schools. 
To  complete  the  manual  training  course  and  graduate  as 
elementary  course  graduates  a  minimum  of  ten  hours'  work 
a  week  in  manual  training  and  mechanical  drawing  will  be 
required  for  four  years.  In  addition  to  the  work  required 
in  manual  training  and  drawing,  eleven  elementary  course 
units  will  be  required,  including  the  seven  constants 
required  in  all  elementary  courses.  High  school  graduates 
may  take  the  manual  training  course  as  part  of  the  Ad- 
vanced Normal  Course.  The  full  manual  training  course 
will  be  credited  as  forty-five  hours  on  the  Advanced  Normal 
Course. 

The  course  in  manual  training  includes  work  in  sev- 
eral materials,  basketry,  textiles,  cord,  clay,  cardboard, 
wood,  and  metals.  The  object  of  this  course,  like  that  of 
other  departments,  is  educational.  The  several  processes  in 
taking  a  piece  of  roug^h  material  through  the  different  steps 
to  the  finished  product  ready  for  service  bring  into  opera- 
tion many  of  the  important  powers  of  both  hand  and  mind. 

All  students  will  be  required  to  pay  a  shop  fee  of  sev- 
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enty-five  cents  per  term  for  an  hour's  work,  and  all  materia! 
used  for  any  work,  not  regular  work  of  the  course,  must  be 
paid  for  in  addition  to  the  shop  fee. 

1.  Primary  Handwork.  This  course  has  been  planned 
to  meet  the  needs  of  the  primary  teachers  who  desire  to 
know  more  of  this  part  of  the  handwork.  It  includes  paper- 
folding,  designing,  making  and  decorating  bookmarks, 
boxes,  trays,  picture  frames,  book  covers,  etc.,  in  cardboard ; 
illustrating  stories  of  vegetable  and  animal  life,  representing 
home  life,  barnyard  and  farm  scenes  in  clay  on  the  sand 
table;  making  rugs  from  textiles,  mats,  doll  hats,  napkin 
rings  from  the  braided  raffia,  and  weaving  baskets  of  reeds. 

2.  Hand  and  Bench  Work  for  Elementary  Schools. 
This  course  includes  work  in  clay,  designing,  making  and 
decorating  vase  forms,  making  out  of  thin  wood,  with  the 
use  of  the  knife  and  coping  saw,  plant  labels,  pencil  sharp- 
eners, toothpick  holders,  wind  mill,  water  wheel,  toys  and 
animal  forms  for  play.  The  first  few  exercises  in  bench 
work  are  to  form  the  correct  acquaintance  with  the  import- 
ant tools  and  how  to  use  them. 

3.  Art  and  Hand  Metal  Work.  The  sheet  metals, 
copper  and  brass,  are  worked  into  boxes,  trays,  bowls, 
pitchers,  picture  frames,  etc.;  brass  and  iron,  into  hinges, 
hat  hooks,  drawer  pulls,  and  escutcheons;  soft  steel, 
into  riveting  hammer,  plumb  bob,  small  square,  and  calip- 
ers. This  work  includes  roughing  and  planishing  the  sur- 
face, brazing  joints,  and  handturning,  finishing,  and  polish- 
ing in  the  way  most  suitable  for  the  material  being  used. 

4.  Advanced  Bench  Work  and  Cabinet  Construction. 

A  part  of  the  work  of  this  course  will  be  to  spend  one  hour 
per  week  in  mechanical  drawing,  which  is  directly  related  to 
the  work  of  this  course.  When  sufficient  skill  in  the  ele- 
mentary work  has  been  developed,  considerable  liberty  is 
allowed  in  the  choice  and  character  of  the  furniture  con- 
structions,  such  as    foot    stools,  tabourets,   tables,  chairs, 
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desks,  and  bookcases.  The  room  is  equipped  with  twenty- 
two  single  benches  and  tools  for  each,  all  necessaries,  extra 
tools,  and  cases  for  tools,  varnish,  unfinished  and  finished 
work,  demonstration  platform,  bench  and  lathe,  and  power 
grind  stone. 

5.  Wood  Turning  and  Pattern  Making.  Such  exer- 
cises as  will  require  of  the  student  careful  thought  and  skill 
in  the  use  of  the  tools  and  operation  of  the  lathe  will  be 
given.  It  will  require  work  to  be  done  between  centers,  on 
face  plate,  mandril,  and  in  chuck.  The  pattern  making  will 
be :  ribbed  pattern,  wrench,  coupling,  gland,  face  plate, 
sheave  pulley,  pipe  fittings,  and  core  boxes.  The  principles 
of  draft,  shrinkage,  coring,  gate  cutting,  venting,  and  finish- 
ing are  demonstrated  in  foundry  practice.  The  room  is 
equipped  with  twelve  lathes,  and  benches  with  tools  for 
each,  one  large  pattern  lathe,  combination  saw,  band  saw, 
planer,  foot  power  mortising  machine,  and  power  grind 
stone. 

Students  in  this  course  should  have  had  at  least  one 
year  in  Course  4  and  one  year  in  mechanical  drawing. 

6.  Forge  Work.  The  fundamental  principles  are 
taught  by  a  progressive  series  of  demonstrated  exercises  in 
drawing,  bending,  twisting,  fullering,  upsetting,  scarfing, 
welding,  and  tempering  steel.  The  equipment  consists  of 
ten  down  draft  forges  with  individual  sets  of  tools,  sensitive 
drill,  emery  grinder,  and  power  hammer.  Students  should 
have  finished  courses  4  and  5.  Work  in  this  course  will  be 
two  hour  periods. 

7.  Machine  Shop  Practice.  An  elementary  course  in 
machine  shop  work,  including  chipping,  filing,  turning, 
screw  cutting,  drilling,  etc. 
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DEPARTMENT  OF  DOMESTIC  ECONOMY. 

Elizabeth  Fulton. 

The  purpose  of  the  courses  of  study  offered  in  the  De- 
partment of  Domestic  Economy  is  primarily  to  give  to 
young  women  the  practical  knowledge  necessary  to  become 
good  housekeepers;  -but  by  completing  all  of  the  work 
outlined  in  the  course  a  young  lady  may  fit  herself  to  take 
charge  of  this  work  in  the  public  schools.  There  is  an 
increasing  demand  for  teachers  in  this  work.  The  time  is 
soon  coming  when  the  people  of  the  state  will  demand  that 
the  art  of  -Right  Living"  be  taught  with  reading,  writing 
and  arithmetic.  Mrs.  Ellen  Richards  has  called  it  the 
fourth  "R."  No  line  of  work  in  the  teaching  profession 
offers  greater  possibilities  or  pleasanter  work. 

1.     Household    Economics.     Household    economics     is 
divided  into  two  general  classes :     Household  Science  and 
Cooking.      (1)  Household  Science:     The  general  subject  is 
divided  as  follows:     (a)   House  Sanitation-location    con- 
struction,   ventilation,    lighting,    plumbing    and    drainage 
cleaning  and   cleansing  agents,     (b)    House    Furnishing— 
the  furnishings  considered  include  floors  and  floor  coverings, 
wall  finishes  and  covers,  curtains  and  draperies,  furniture 
and  equipment    for    e'ach  room    with  estimated    cost,     (c) 
Household  Management  is  considered  under  the  following 
heads:     Care  and  daily  routine   of  the   house.     Marketing 
and   domestic   accounts.     Serving-daily  and   special   func- 
tions.    Thirty-eight  weeks,  one  hour  a  day. 

2.  Cooking,  (a)  Plain  cooking— Experiments  demon- 
strating the  principles  underlying  the  cooking  of  carbohy- 
drates, proteids,  and  fats.  Application  of  these  principles  in 
the  simple  cooking  of  rice,  tapioca,  eggs,  bacon,  etc.  Food 
combinations  and  general  cookery.  Batters  and  doughs 
Fall  term,  six  hours.  Three  double  periods.  (Three  hours 
credit  per  term.)  Meats-Winter  term.  Vegetables- 
Spring  and  Winter  terms.     (Three  hours  credit  per  term  ) 
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(b)  Cooking  and  Serving.  Preservation  of  fruits,  desserts, 
and  salads.  Second  year,  fall  term.  Six  hours.  Serving 
of  meals  at  a  given  cost,  lunches,  breakfasts,  dinners ;  formal 
dinners,  banquets,  and  refreshments  for  various  entertain- 
ments. Winter  term,  six  hours.  Invalid  Cookery.  Adapt- 
ation of  diet  to  disease ;  preparation  and  serving  of  food  for 
the  sick.  Spring  term,  four  hours.  (Two  hours  credit  per 
term.)  (c)  Food  study.  For  a  knowledge  of  foods  and 
their  uses  to  be  of  practical  benefit  in  improving  dietary 
conditions  it  is  necessary  that  there  be  a  thorough  under- 
standing of  food  stuffs  which  will  lead  to  intelligent  selec- 
tion, combination,  and  preparation  of  foods  and  a  thorough 
understanding  of  the  physiological  requirements  in  the 
body.  (1)  Food  stuffs  are  grouped  as  follows:  cereals, 
vegetables,  fruits,  nuts,  meats,  milk,  eggs,  condiments,  and 
spices,  and  are  studied  with  reference  to  their  composition, 
structure,  botany,  distribution,  cultivation,  manufacture, 
transportation  and  storage,  cost,  selection,  effect  of  cooking, 
digestion  and  food  value.  (2)  Dietetics.  A  study  of  the 
value  of  different  foods  and  balanced  rations.  The  diets 
best  suited  to  the  different  conditions  of  life  are  considered 
in  detail.  The  subject  will  be  considered  under  the  follow- 
ing heads :     (a)  Physiology  of  foods,     (b)  Food  in  health. 

(c)   Food  in  disease.     Thirty-eight  weeks,  one  hour  a  day. 

(Fifteen  hours  credit  for  the  year.) 

3.  Emergencies  and  Home  Nursing.  This  course 
gives  the  practical  treatment  of  simple  ailments  and  meth- 
ods of  handling  emergencies  that  may  occur  in  the  home, 
school,  or  elsewhere.  The  following  topics  are  considered : 
The  sick  room — location,  furnishing,  ventilation,  etc.  Beds 
and  bed-making.  Baths  and  bathing.  Observation  of  tem- 
perature, respiration,  pulse,  etc.  Local  applications.  Con- 
tagion and  disinfection.  Emergencies — fainting  and  drown- 
ing, scalds,  sprains,  fractures,  etc.  Bandaging.  Study  of 
diseases,  colds,  typhoid,  etc. 
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Household  Art.  For  convenience  the  courses  in  this 
department  will  be  termed  professional  and  practical" 
Ihose  who  specialize  in  this  department  will  take  the  work 
outlined  as  professional;  all  others  the  work  outlined  as 
practical.

The  following  is  an  outline  of  a  four  years'  course 
designed  for  students  who  have  not  had  a  high  school  course 
before  entering.  This  course  corresponds  to  the  Elementary 
Normal  Course  in  its  academic  and  professional  work,  in 
the  main.  Students  completing  the  course  will  receive  the 
Elementary  Normal  Certificate  if  they  desire  to  teach. 
Students  who  do  not  wish  to  teach  may  substitute  academic 
work  or  further  work  in  Domestic  Science  for  work  in 
Pedagogy.

The  school  has  now  a  complete  Art  Department  in  a 
well  equipped  studio  provided  with  the  added  convenience 
of  a  departmental  library  and  a  very  fine  gallery  of  classic 
statuary.

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DEPARTMENT  OF  PHYSICAL  TRAINING. 

Henry  Frank  Schulte,  Director, 
Bessie  Parker  Hnnt,  Assistant. 

The  aims  of  this  department  are  to  encourage  and  aid 
in  the  formation  of  habits  of  correct  hygienic  living,  to 
qualify  students  to  teach  systematic  physical  training  in  the 
public  schools,  and  to  foster  by  every  means  possible  the 
spirit  of  sane  and  manly  sportsmanship  in  athletics. 

All  students  are  given  a  careful  physical  examination 
early  in  the  first  term  of  attendance,  and  work  is  assigned 
according  to  their  needs.  A  record  of  the  examination  is 
kept,  and  before  graduation  a  second  examination  is  made. 
By  this  means  each  student  can  see  to  some  extent  what 
progress  has  been  made  in  the  cultivation  of  his  physical 
being. 

Fall  Term.  During  the  fall  work  in  football,  track 
athletics,  and  gymnasium  is  offered.  In  football  systematic 
training  is  carried  on,  and  a  schedule  of  inter-collegiate 
games  is  played.  The  work  in  track  athletics  embraces 
practice  and  study  in  the  regular  events. 

Winter  Term.  The  indoor  work  consists  of  basket 
ball — a  very  beneficial  and  healthful  sport — indoor  tennis, 
indoor  track,  handball,  and  regular  gymnasium  work,  which 
includes  practice  on  apparatus,  tumbling,  and  wand  and 
dumb-bell  exercises.  Association  football  is  played  when- 
ever the  weather  permits.  Inter-collegiate  games  are  played 
in  basket  ball. 

Spring  Term.  During  this  term  the  chief  forms  of 
exercise  are  carried  on  out  of  doors.  Baseball,  tennis,  and 
track  athletics  are  practiced  daily.  A  series  of  inter-col- 
legiate games  is  played  in  baseball.  Regular  gymnasium 
work  is  continued. 

Summer  Term.  Gymnasium  work,  baseball  and  track 
work  are  carried  on  during  this  term.     The  aim  in  baseball 
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and  track  is  to  provide  an  opportunity  for  the  study  of  these 
sports  for  those  teachers  who  desire  to  become  better 
acquainted  with  them. 

Equipment.  Two  large  gymnasia,  forty  by  eighty 
feet,  with  bath  and  dressing  rooms  for  each,  are  provided 
In  the  Training  School  building  there  is  a  swimming  pool 
open  to  all  students  at  certain  hours.  An  athletic  field  in 
the  immediate  vicinity  of  the  campus  has  been  secured  for 
the  use  of  the  athletic  teams.  Two  well  constructed  tennis 
courts  are  provided,  and  the  use  of  rackets  and  nets  may  be 
secured  through  membership  in  the  athletic  association 


DEPARTMENT  OF  PUBLIC  SCHOOL  MUSIC. 

Celia  Campbell. 

The  study  of  vocal  music  is  a  means  of  mental,  moral 
and  physical  growth.  The  technical  study  tends  to  bring 
about  a  responsive  action  of  the  mental  and  physical  facul- 
ties. This,  under  the  inspiration  of  song,  which  is  the 
melodic  and  harmonic  interpretation  of  the  sublimest 
poetry,  most  quickly  serves  to  bring  about  that  spiritual 
freedom  which  is  the  object  of  education. 

All  teachers  in  the  public  schools  should  realize  the 
responsibility  of  opening  to  children  the  gates  of  the  vast 
fields  of  poetic  song,  which  is  their  rightful  inheritance.  No 
opportunity  should  be  neglected  to  add  to  their  knowledge 
of  this  art.  In  view  of  the  great  field  open  to  special  teach- 
ers of  music,  a  course  for  supervisors  is  offered,  in  addition 
to  the  class  in  elements  for  the  grade  teacher,  in  the  hope 
that  those  who  have  special  talent  in  this  line  may  avail 
themselves  of  this  opportunity.  The  course  is  planned  so 
that  it  will  conform  to  the  general  condition  of  the  course 
leading  to  the  Normal  diploma. 

1.     Elements  of  Music  and  Sight  Singing.    This  course 
is   designed   for    students   who    have   never    studied    vocal 
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musk.  It  consists  of  a  drill  in  the  rudiments,  voice 
and  ear  training  and  sight  singing.  A  large  number  of 
beautiful  songs  are  studied.  These  are  selected  from  the 
most  characteristic  folk  songs  of  the  different  nations  as 
well  as  representative  compositions  from  the  best  part  songs 
and  choral  works.  Text:  The  popular  Method  in  Sight 
Singing.  Frank  Damrosch.  The  Abridged  Academy  Song 
Book.  This  class  meets  daily.  Credit  two  and  one-half 
hours  a  term. 

2.  Advanced  Sight  Singing  and  Chorus  Work.  This 
course  is  a  continuation  of  Course  1.  In  addition  to 
sight  singing  it  consists  of  advanced  chorus  work.  The 
choruses  are  selected  from  works  by  the  best  composers  and 
include  the  most  famous  choruses  from  the  standard  operas 
and  oratorios.  Several  large  choral  numbers  are  prepared 
for  public  performances.  Last  year  a  Motet  by  Mendelssohn, 
Hear  My  Prayer ;  a  patriotic  ballad,  Barbara  Frietchie ;  and 
the  cantata,  The  Rose  Maiden,  by  Cowen,  were  given  by 
this  class  of  eighty-five  members. 

3.  Teachers'  Course.  This  course  should  be  pre- 
ceded by  Course  1  or  its  equivalent.  It  is  a  Normal 
course,  designed  to  equip  the  grade  teacher  with  a  musical 
basis  in  the  theory  and  practice  of  public  school  music. 
Sig*ht  singing.  Musical  History.  Song  Selection  and 
Interpretation.  How  to  Train  Children's  Voices.  Methods. 
Three  hours  a  week. 

4.  Musical  History  and  Biography.  Three  hours  a 
week.     Text:     Mathews's  History  of  Music. 

5.  Harmony  and  Composition.  Three  hours  a  week. 
Text :     Stainer's  Harmony. 

6.  Methods  and  Practice  in  Teaching.  Three  hours 
a  week. 

Normal  Choir.     A  chorus  class  for  the  study  of  the  best

choral  works,  part  songs,  and  cantatas.     This  class  furnish 
music  for  chapel  exercises  and  special  occasions. 

Boys'  Glee  Club.  The  Boys'  Glee  Club  will  meet  twice 
each  week.  College  songs,  glees,  and  choral  compositions 
for  men's  voices  will  be  studied  and  public  concerts  given 
from  time  to  time  during  the  year.

PIANO.

COURSES  OF  STUDY. 

It  is  the  intention  of  this  course  to  assist  in  the  cultiva- 
tion of  Music  and  to  stimulate  the  growth  of  Art  by  giving 
the  student  a  thorough  musical  education.  The  course  is 
based  on  the  works  of  the  great  classic  masters  and 
embraces  works  from  the  best  of  modern  composers. 

Realizing  that  intellectual  progress  and  technical  skill 
must  accompany  each  other,  the  greatest  care  is  taken  to 
procure  correct  execution  and  interpretation  through  the 
cultivation  of  a  clear,  even  singing  tone,  capable  of  grada- 
tions of  color  and  power;  and  the  choice  of  the  studies  is 
most  carefully  selected  from  the  best  works  of  the  greatest 
teachers  best  adapted  to  the  individual  needs  of  each 
student. 

The  course  for  graduation  is  divided  into  four  years; 
but  the  term  "year"  means  a  certain  degree  of  proficiency 
which  must  be  attained  by  the  student  before  entering  the 
class  for  the  following  year.

PROFICIENCIES  AND  DIPLOMAS.

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Cramer's  Studies,  and  in  addition  must  have  one  year  in 
Harmony  and  one  year  in  the  History  of  Music.  Candi- 
dates for  diplomas  must  have  completed  the  course.

HARMONY.

PROFICIENCIES  AND  DIPLOMAS. 

Students  who  complete  three  years  of  the  course  and 
one  year  in  Harmony  will  'be  granted  a  proficiency  in  Violin. 
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Candidates  for  graduation  in  Violin  must  complete  the  full 
four  years  course  as  laid  down,  two  years  in  Harmony,  one 
year  in  Musical  History.  Upon  completion  of  this  course 
students  are  entitled  to  a  diploma  in  Violin. 


VOICE. 

Annette  Pangborn. 

Graduate  and  post  graduate  of  Columbia  School  of 
Music,  Chicago;  private  pupil  of  William  A.  Willett,  Chi- 
cago; Mme.  Sabatelli,  New  York,  and  William  Wegener, 
now  of  Berlin. 

Miss  Pangborn  has  taught  the  art  of  singing  for  the 
past  six  years  as  exponent  of  Mr.  Willett's  method,  having 
his  unqualified  endorsement  as  an  excellent  teacher,  and  the 
work  of  'her  pupils  has  given  proof  of  her  efficiency.  She 
has  a  rich,  sweet  voice,  perfect  enunciation,  and  her  inter- 
pretations are  artistic  and  musicianly. 

COURSE  OF  STUDY. 

In  the  Voice  Department,  as  well  as  in  all  other 
departments  of  the  study  of  music,  the  term  "year"  must  be 
interpreted  to  imply  a  certain  degree  of  proficiency. 

No  fixed  list  of  songs  and  studies  can  be  given  and 
strictly  adhered  to,  as  the  individual  needs  of  each  student 
must  be  met  and  material  selected  accordingly.  The  fol- 
lowing will  give  an  idea  of  the  work  to  be  covered : 

First  Year  Voice.  Voice  training,  including  correct 
breathing,  placing  of  voice,  scales,  sustained  tones.  Con- 
cone  50  lessons,  Abt  Singing  Tutor,  Books  1,  2,  3.  Simple 
songs  for  phrasing  and  enunciation  by  best  German,  Eng- 
lish, and  American  Composers. 

Second  Year  Voice.  Voice  Training.  Scales,  Slow 
Trill,  Arpeggios.  Exercises  by  Bonoldi.  Study  of  Canta- 
bile  Singing.     English  and  German  songs  and  ballads,  and 
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Italian  arias.  Chorus.  The  students  must  be  able  to  play 
accompaniments,  read  vocal  music,  and  appear  in  public 
performances.  Completion  of  the  course  to  this  point 
entitles  a  student  to  a  certificate  of  proficiency  in  vocal 
music. 

Third  Year  Voice.  Voice  training,  rapid  scales,  trills, 
difficult  cadenzas.  Seiber,  Vocalization,  Books  1,  2,  3,  4. 
Selections  from  oratoria,  opera,  arias.  Schubert,  Schumann, 
and  other  classical  song  writers.  The  student  must  have 
a  general  knowledge  of  the  best  music  of  the  day,  of  the 
English,  German,  French,  and  Italian  schools;  History  of 
Music,  one  year;  German  or  French,  one  year;  and  the 
freshman  year  in  English. 

Candidates  for  graduation  in  vocal  music  must  have 
completed  one  year  in  Harmony,  one  year  of  Music,  one 
year  in  either  French  or  German,  the  freshman  year  in  Eng- 
lish, the  second  year's  work  in  piano,  be  able  to  play  accom- 
paniments well,  read  vocal  music  at  sight,  and  acquit  them- 
selves creditably  in  public  recitals. 

DIPLOMA  IN  VOCAL  MUSIC. 

The  completion  of  the  course  through  the  third  year 
(two  years  of  which  must  be  in  this  school,  except  in  very 
exceptional  cases)  entitles  the  student  to  a  diploma  in  vocal 
music. 

Post  Graduate  Class.  Advanced  voice  training,  voice 
repertoire.  Students  in  this  class  must  complete  also  the 
third  year  in  piano. 


STATE  NORMAL  SCHOOL  MILITARY  BAND. 

Harry  Lee  Albert,  Director. 

This  excellent  organization  of  over  thirty  instruments 
offers  inducements  to  students  who  play  band  instruments, 
or  desire  to  learn.     Meetings  are  held  three  times  per  week, 
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and  work  is  credited  on  the  regular  course.  The  instru- 
mentation of  the  band  is  as  follows :  Seven  cornets,  7  clari- 
nets, 1  piccolo,  1  alto  saxophone,  1  tenor  saxophone,  4  altos, 
4  trombones,  2  baritones,  1  B  flat  bass,  1  E  flat  bass,  1  BB 
flat  bass,  snare  drum  and  bells,  typmani,  and  bass  drum. 

Instruments  will  be  furnished  those  who  desire  to  take 
private  lessons.  Mr.  Charles  Armgardt,  in  addition  to  his 
services  with  the  band,  will  give  private  instruction  on  the 
cornet,  clarinet,  and  all  brass  and  reed  instruments.  As  a 
cornetist  and  clarinetist  Mr.  Armgardt  is  recognized  as 
without  a  peer.  For  terms  of  private  instruction  see 
announcement  of  tuition  under  Music.

BUSINESS  COURSE. 

Birdie  Mae  Adams, 
Edward  Felix  Vaeth. 

In  addition  to  Bookkeeping  and  Penmanship  which 
have  been  offered  by  the  Normal  School  for  many  years, 
Stenography  and  Typewriting  will  be  offered  beginning 
with  opening  of  school  on  September  7,  1909.  Miss  Birdie 
Mae  Adams  has  been  engaged  as  instructor  in  Stenography 
and  Typewriting.  Miss  Adams  has  had  excellent  training 
for  this  work  in  her  business  experience  and  some  years 
experience  as  a  stenographer.  She  was  for  two  years 
the  official  stenographer  of  the  Common  Pleas  Court  at 
Cape  Girardeau.  A  special  fee  of  $15.00  for  a  term  of 
twelve  weeks  will  be  charged  for  instruction  in  Stenogra- 
phy and  Typewriting  in  addition  to  the  incidental  fee  of 
$6.00  a  term.  Capa'ble  students  who  give  their  entire  time 
to  Stenography  and  Typewriting  will  be  able  to  complete 
the  course  and  attain  the  proper  degree  of  proficiency  in  one 
term.  Students  who  take  other  work  in  the  Normal  School 
will  require  a  longer  time  to  complete  the  course. 

Students  who  take  a  business  course  in  the  Normal 
School  will  enjoy  the  advantage  of  having  open  to  them  all 
courses  offered  in  the  other  departments  of  the  school. 


TRAINING  SCHOOL. 


Aim — The  aim  of  the  training  department  is  threefold : 

1.  To  conduct  an  elementary  school  according  to  the 
principles  known  to  be  sound  through  the  experience  and 
research  of  leading  educators. 

2.  To  enable  students  to  observe  scientific  methods  of 
teaching. 

3.  To  enable  students  to  put  into  practice  the  princi- 
ples of  teaching  which  they  have  derived. 

To  accomplish  this  threefold  aim  the  greatest  care  is 
given  to  the  individual  interest  of  both  pupils  and  students. 
The  principle  is  maintained  that  whatever  promotes  the 
well-being  of  the  child,  best  serves  the  student  in  his  search 
for  truth. 

Plan — The  course  of  study  is  made  as  continuous  as 
possible  through  kindergarten,  primary,  intermediate,  and 
grammar  grades.  The  general  organization  of  the  Train- 
ing School  resembles  that  of  the  elementary  public  school. 

The  following  outline  indicates  the  purpose  and  scope 
of  the  work  in  the  various  grades. 

KINDERGARTEN. 

It  is  through  observation  and  work  in  the  kindergarten 
that  the  student  gets  a  sympathetic  acquaintance  with  the 
fundamental  facts  of  child  life.  In  recogniton  of  the  im- 
portance of  the  kindergarten,  this  school  has  established  a 
complete  course  of  kindergarten  training.  A  well-equipped 
kindergarten  offers  an  opportunity  for  studying  children. 
This  is  not  intended  for  kindergarten  training  alone,  but 
also  to  give  young  teachers  an  insight  into  the  whole  of 
education  ;  for  the  principles  which  underlie  kindergarten 
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instruction  apply  to  the  whole  range  of  the  educational 
process.  The  course  trains  teachers  to  work  in  the  kinder- 
garten with  due  regard  to  succeeding  years  in  the  growth  of 
children,  and  particularly  with  regard  to  the  primary  work. 

PRIMARY  DEPARTMENT. 

No  break  is  made  between  the  kindergarten  and  pri- 
mary work.  The  songs  continue  with  increasing  educa- 
tional and  ethical  value.  The  games  give  a  social  atmos- 
phere to  the  work  in  physical  culture  and  sense  training. 
Hand  work  develops  into  systematic  manual  training,  and 
sense  training  becomes  more  specifically  the  recognized 
basis  of  later  work  in  the  exact  sciences. 

FIRST  GRADE. 

English :  The  aim  in  English  is  to  cultivate  good  taste 
in  reading,  develop  the  power  to  read,  and  cultivate  the 
power  of  oral  and  written  expression. 

Literature :  Board  work,  charts ;  selections  from  the 
following :  Child  Life,  Three  Years  With  the  Poets,  Songs 
from  Treetop  and  Meadow,  Classic  Stories— McMurry, 
Nature  Myths— Cooke,  Fairy  Tales— Anderson,  Story  of 
Ab — Waternoo. 

Phoenetics:  Vowels,  consonants,  combination  of  con- 
sonants. 

Memory  work. 

Nature  Study:  Work  as  outlined  in  Nature  Study 
Course  for  graded  schools,  prepared  by  Prof.  H.  L.  Albert, 
and  published  as  the  January,  1905,  Bulletin. 

Mathematics :  Counting  by  l's,  by  10's  to  100,  by  2's 
to  20,  by  3's  to  18,  by  4's  to  20.  Written  numbers  to  100. 
Addition  Tables.  Combinations  are  developed  and  mem- 
orized. Measurements.  Pint,  quart,  inch,  foot,  yard,  cent. 
Comparisons  based  on  Speer  Method.
